T X YE gave in our last issue the draft scheme “for 
improving the standard of house-building,” 
prepared by the National House-Builders’ 

Registration Council, about which Mr. George 

Hicks, M.P., recently delivered a short broadcast state- 

ment. The facts out of which the scheme arose are 

well known and generally recognised. During the post- 

War period there has been an immense amount of 

unworthy building, perpetuated mostly in ignorance, 

sometimes through gioss negligence, and very occasion- 


‘ally by deliberate fraud. The class of person who has 


suffered most is generally the least able to sustain the 
capital depreciation, and is yet, in a sense, the backbone 
of the country. It is obvious that something must be 
done to stop a process which is affecting an important 
section of the community. That this Registration 
Council has come into being with a definite plan to over- 
come the evil is to the credit of those influential men, 
whose names give confidence to the public, who have 
been responsible for its inception. 

We agree that if the scheme can provide certain pro- 
tection for the house purchaser in the smaller classes of 
property, an evil will have been removed. It would, 
however, be unwise to accept as a fact that the scheme 
will achieve this desirable end until it has been carefully 
examined, and even more information received than is 
at present before us, though it is one from which we 
hope that much good will result. 

As a preliminary, we should do well to consider what 
resources we have at the present time as a check upon 
the dishonest or incompetent builder; and we im- 
mediately think of the building inspectors of our local 
authorities, who are paid largely for purposes which 
ought, theoretically, to have exactly the effect aimed at. 
We are aware, however, that there is a limit to the 
amount of work which one individual can carry out in a 
day, and that the amount of work in course of 
erection within the local government area of one 
inspector may be too much to permit a thorough and 
constant scrutiny of the whole course of the building of 
each unit. We do feel, however, that, as all by-laws 
demand the giving of notice when foundation trenches 
are open, and again when the concrete is laid, and when 
the drains are ready for test, we ought to be definitely 
assured by these means that no foundation troubles or 
drainage defects should be possible under the existing 
regime. The conditions for ensuring these important 
facts are so favourable to the inspector that the 
principle of inspection comes under some suspicion in the 
light of what we know to be true, viz., that there are 
cheap houses in which both drains and foundations are 
major causes of offence. 

Can we, then, be satisfied that we have removed the 
risk of latent defects by adding another inspector to cover 
the same ground ? We should answer in the affirmative 
if we were assured that the new inspector would be in a 
better position to carry out his job than is the official 
buiiding inspector, viz., with more time at his disposal 
with which to make more careful and more frequent 
inspections. Presumably that would be the aim of the 
Council in this present scheme, although we are not told 
how this is to be brought about. We can only go by 
experience. At present, a building surveyor and his 
assistants, receiving between them salaries approaching 
£1,000 a year, are unable to devote adequate time to 
the supervision of the building work within a relatively 


small urban area, the bulk of which work in most 
districts is house-building of the class dealt with in this 
scheme. It would seem, therefore, that this work would 
need a great number of highly skilled men to operate it, 
and that, as high skill is an expensive commodity, there 
is a great expense to be met either by subscriptions from 
registered members or by fees from house-buyers, or by 
both. No doubt this aspect of the problem has been 
considered, though it may not have been fully appre- 
ciated. If it is not fully and entirely met by the 
scheme, the certificates to be issued may give a false 
sense of security in the property certified. ’ 

On the other hand, we have little but praise for the 
proposed two-year guarantee to be given by the builder 
of thé house, and backed by an assurance company to 
cover his default or bankruptcy. At the same time, 
a@ guarantee is of little value in itself, and 
receipt of damages for having purchased an incurably 
bad house is small recompense for the worry and in- 
convenience that maybe suffered ; nor is the small man 
in a position to stand such a situation over the period 
during which it is being judged. The public might in 
any case be educated up to demanding such a guarantee 
from the vendors of small house property, and to 
indemnifying themselves further by means of insurances. 

Surveying the root causes which have led to the evils 
out of which this scheme has arisen, we would like to say 
at the outset that we believe the question of deliberate 
fraud enters very little into the question, and that 
ignorance as to correct building construction is at the. 
root of the matter. After all, it costs exactly the same 
to put in a damp course at the right level as to put it 
two courses too high, or two courses too low. It is 
cheaper to build a proper honeycomb sleeper wall than 
to build it incorrectly in solid brickwork. Even adding 
more than a safe proportion of sand in mortar can 
make but a trifling saving in the cost of a small house. 
Now, trade incompetence can only be cured by raising 
the standard of tradesmanship, and this in turn can 
only be assured, by proper training in the trade and by 
sound financial principles. 

Under current methods it has been said, without great 
exaggeration, that anyone who can borrow the money 
to paint and letter a board is a builder and contractor. 
We do not doubt that our troubles arise out of the ease 
with which small men with no resources and no ex- 
perience behind them are able to set on foot considerable 
building enterprises: We feel, therefore, that the 
problem must be attacked at the roots, before the evils 
arise, rather than after. The builders’ Federation and 
the operatives’ Unions have the power to encourage 
better training methods and more real qualifications. 
The building societies and the banks have it in their 
power to discourage the handling of big blocks of capital 
without the proper skill and sense of responsibility. 
Therein, we believe, lies the ultimate solution of the 
problem. 

Behind the whole question is the architectural pro- 
fession, trained and willing to take their proper part in 
the supervision of house-building. In their detached 
and disinterested position the architects can probably 
do much to protect the public, if only they are allowed 
to do so. We welcome, nevertheless, this scheme for the 
improvement of the standard of house-building, and 
shall watch its progress with sympathetic interest. No 
doubt full details as to its working will be forthcoming 


in due course.

tess of Derby, about 1637, 
and still retaining on its 
walls the carved stone tablets con- 
taining the donor’s Arms, and its fine 
chimney stacks, forms a delightful 
feature on the roadside halfway up the 
hill leading to the village. This fine 
building and the old church near by, 
lying back in its park-like surroundings, 
are features endeared to all familiar 
with the neighbourhood by their 
peaceful, old-world associations. The 
Uxbridge Council, under their slum- 
clearance scheme, have, we understand, 
condemned the almshouses as being 
in a dangerous condition. The build- 
ing is at present in the occupation of 
five old ladies, one of them having 
occupied her rooms for a quarter of a 
century. They all speak well of, and 
are happy in, the accommodation pro- 
vided. But the building is out of 
repair, and there are not now the 
- necessary funds for repairs to be made 
without help from some outside source. 
A grant under the Rural Housing Act, 
which has been proposed, would enable 
the eld place to be put into repair, for 
the building is not in a dangerous con-

dition. What is needed is that the 
work should be done under a respon- 
sible architect appreciative of the 
architectural features which are so 
particularly worth preserving. It would 
be a thousand pities if anything hap- 
pened to jeopardise the continuance of 
this lovely old landmark. We trust, 
therefore, that the Uxbridge Council, 
recognising the strongly expressed op- 
position of the locality, will reconsider 
their proposals. The Council for the 
Preservation of Rural England will, no 
doubt, if required, bring their influence 
to bear to the end that the building 
shall be secured for its present use. 


It has been observed, and 
it is of great significance, 
that the methods adopted 
for the relief of unemploy- 
ment by the different 
societies concerned in the matter have 
discovered resources in the unemployed 
worker, when the opportunity is pre- 
sented to him, of an initiative in regard 
to the making of things that often 
lifts him out of the category of those 
who can only work when there is work 
to be done. No longer dependent on

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be endured in order to reveal jn the 
worker again his natural endowment 
and the faculties suppressed go long 
through the methods of factory produc. 
tion. It is, therefore, gratifying to 
learn that the forthcoming report o 
the Rural Industries Bureau is likely to 
prove encouraging reading. The means 
of making a living which’ can be inde. 
pendent of the factory is revealing , 
native quality of craftsmanship which 
is creating an increasing demand {oy 
itself. If these crafts, which have mom 
the character of the perished tradition] 
craftsmanship, are encouraged, they 
should affect the factory itself, apart 
from their value as.a source of employ. 
ment, creating new hope in the worker 
and lessening the exodus from the 
village. 


THIS restoration of Village 
life is so much to be desired 
that we cannot too much 
commend the activity of the 
Rural Industries Bureau, 
The potter, the blacksmith, the wood. 
worker and the weaver are now findi 

with the training available through this 
organisation, an increasing market for 
their work, so adding to their happiness 
and self-esteem, which lies in the free. 
dom from dependence on chance em. 
ployment. It is in this sense that there 
is compensation for the tragedy of u- 
employment, in that it has led the 
worker to discover faculties in himself 
which he had never used, liberating him 
from dependence on the employer and 
giving a new freedom to his labour. 


Village Life. 


One of the sights of 
Houses in Oxford, certainly from 
Broad-street, the architectural point of 
Oxford. view, are the picturesque 
houses in Broad-street, be- 
longing to Trinity College. A few years 
ago there was fear that they would 
have to be pulled down, but now they 
have been thoroughly reconstructed. 
According to the Journal of the Oxford 
Society, “ the fronts of two and a half 
of these picturesque houses, which were 
thrown into the new quadrangle in 1886, 
and the side walls containing the 
chimney stacks, are of local stone, pre 
viously covered very patchily with 
rough-cast or plaster; but as the 
masonry was mostly soft rubble, it has 
been recoated uniformly with goo 
rough-cast. The history of these tene- 
ments has until lately been obscured 
by Anthony Wood’s mistaken identi 
fication of Kettell Hall (c. 1620) with 
Perilous (or Perles) Hall-; Dr. Salter 
has now in his Calendar of Oriel Deeds 
shown clearly that it occupied the silé 
of Baner Hall, which was probably not 
academic. . . . The sites were leas 
for building in 1675 ; the exact position 
of some ‘noisome’ hovels and yatts 
against which Trinity protested 
1636, is not ascertainable. But it 8 
possible that the first and third df 
the existing cottages may have form 
parts of Perilous Hall on the west 
Brackley Hall on the east. If so, the 
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Jatter is of some historical interest, as 
the scene of the meeting at which 
Philip Repyndon in 1382 defended 
Wycliffe’s views of the Eucharist.” 


Ir would please us to 
see some of our sea-coast 
The holiday resorts taking 
Seaside. stock of their attitude 
toward architecture, and 
the amenities generally. We mean, 
of course, those which have not yet 
“improved” themselves. In the 
stupid race for popularity, one place 
spends twenty thousand pounds, and 
its neighbour replies by spending forty 
thousand, and so on, all along the 
coast, with buildings of the same type 
and design. It is not that we have any 
objection to chromium steel and glass, 
put need these buildings be all of the 
same design, whether they are on the 
flat foreshore or on the cliff ? And are 
we to suppose that these things are 
an intelligent anticipation of popu- 
larity? Some of these places have 
natural characteristics which they ought 
to preserve, and surely there is a case 
that can be stated for an architecture 
in harmony with the particular charm 
of these places. It is becoming in- 
creasingly difficult to find a holiday 
seaside town that has escaped the stereo- 
typed, up-to-date monotony. It was 
of Arbroath, we believe, that the old 
lady on her first arrival, remarked, “ It 
puts me in mind of a place I’ve never 
seen before.” We leave our readers to 
evolve her meaning. 


FoR many years it has 

ane been held by surveyors 
of road 2nd road engineers that 
Aggregate. flaky and elongated ma- 
terial is undesirable in

Whilst there appear to be no 
records of actual failure which could be 
attributed to flaky material, there is 
widespread unanimity of opinion that 
this material is unsatisfactory.

An interesting brochure 
Town and on Town and Country 


Country Planning in. Scotland 
Planning in has been issued by the 
Department of Health 


for Scotland. In a foreword, Mr. 
Walter Elliot, Secretary of State 
for Scotland, expresses the hope that the 
brochure. will be of service to members 
and officials of local authorities and 
will contribute to the growth in Scotland 
of an informed ,public opinion on 
planning. He states that more than 
ever before, people are appreciating the 
dangers of allowing our towns and 
villages to develop haphazard, and are 
anxious, by common-sense planning, to 
make them healthier, more convenient, 
and altogether. pleasanter places for 
work and leisure. In lucid and non- 
technical language the brochure 
describes the objects, scope and value 
of a planning scheme, and explains the 
procedure necessary for preparing the 
scheme and bringing it into operation. 
Without planning control, it is pointed 
out, there is grave danger that the 
present disorder and confusion of many 
of our towns may be perpetuated and 
extended and that much of our pleasant 
countryside may be defaced and 
spoiled. A planning scheme will pro- 
vide for ordered development in place 
of haphazard growth. It will ensure 
the provision of adequate and con- 
venient road communications, the 
“ zoning ’* of land for various types of 
development so that it may be put to 
its most appropriate use, e.g., dwelling- 
houses, shops, factories or public build- 
ings, and the permanent reservation of 
suitable areas for recreation grounds 
and open spaces. In rural areas a 
planning scheme will protect amenity 


and the natural beauties of the country 
side. 


THE procedure for pre- 
paring and bringing @ 
scheme into operation in- 
volves several stages, but 
a local authority exercises 
control over development, and is thus 
able to prevent any spoiling of its pro- 
ject for good planning, from the date 
when the first stage is completed. The 
responsibility for preparing schemes is 
laid upon local authorities. The bro- 
chure stresses the desirability of the 
appointment by them of special plan- 
ning committees, and suggests that 
these committees should in the first 
place carry out a general review of the 
land in their area. They should enter 
into consultation with prominent 
owners, manufacturers and local bodies 
interested. Co-operation of this kind 
is essential if rapid progress is to be 
achieved. Although admirable work 
in planning was done under the previous 
Act of 1925 by several authorities, not- 
ably Glasgow and Aberdeen, planning 
progress in Scotland has so far been 
disappointingly slow. |There is evidence, 
however, of increasing interest, and a 
large number of schemes are now in 
course of preparation or are in cen- 
templation. As instances of the com- 
prehensive nature of some of these 
schemes, Ayr County are preparing 
schemes for a total area of 275,000 
acres, and Dumbartonshire are pro- 
ceeding with schemes covering 75,000 
acres. These schemes include the 
famous beauty spots of Loch Lomond- 
side, the Gareloch and Loch Long.

The Town-Planning of Greater London. 

Sir Kingsley Wood, the Minister of 
Health, as a result of negotiations now 
going on with interested authorities, may, 
it is learnt, shortly set up a new body to 
supervise the town-planning of Greater 
London. Last autumn the Greater Lon- 
don Regional Town Planning Committee 
came to an untimely end, as the London 
County Council declined to continue their 
annual contribution of £1,500. There is 
now a hope that Sir Kingsley Wood may 
set up a new body, with possibly an officer 
of the Ministry to act as secretary. 


Railway Stations of the Future. 

The London Midland and Scottish Rail- 
way Company are giving consideration to 
the possibility of using stations such as 
Euston, Leeds, Birmingham and Liverpool 
as public utility centres as well as rail- 
way termini. All these stations are to be 
rebuilt. The big stations of the future, it 
is suggested, will contain cinemas, hotels, 
shops, restaurants, and, perhaps, nur- 
series. Smoke, fumes and draughts will 
be excluded by modern ventilation 
systems. Platforms will have low ceil- 
ings, walls and pillars will be white and 
remain white, and the interior of the 
stations may be floodlighted throughout 
the day and night. 


Designing of Houses in Wales. 

Important steps towards housing re- 
form have been taken by the Cardiff 
Rural District Council. A panel of archi- 
tects will in future examine all plans of 
dwelling-houses before they are approved. 
For some time, states the Manchester 
Guardian, the council has been greatly 
dissatisfied with the standard of domestic 
architecture within its area. Efforts to 
secure improvement have not met with 
much success, and the council sought the 
co-operation of the South Wales Institute 
of Architects. The institute has agreed 
to help and has appointed an advisory 
panel to act with the council in an 
honorary capacity. The members of the 
panel are Mr. Percy Thomas, President 
of the Royal British Institute of Archi- 
tects; Mr. T. Alwyn Lloyd, Past President 
of the Town Planning Institute; Mr 
W. 8. Purchon, principal of the Welsh 
School of Architecture, and Mr. H. 
Teather. This is the first panel to be set 
up in Wales. The panel will sit monthly 
to examine and report on plans sub- 
mitted, and their recommendations will 
be considered by the Town Planning Com- 
mittee before plans for new buildings are 
approved. 
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COMPETITION NEWS 


New Theatre Royal, King’s Lynn. 

The premium of £150 offered by King’s 
Lynn Corporation for the best design for 
the borough’s new Theatre Royal has 
been won by Messrs. Allflatt and Court- 
ney, of Tuesday Market Place, King’s 
Lynn. Their design was adjudged by the 
Corporation to be the best in accordance 
with the terms upon which competition 
plans were sent in. They will become the 
architects for the work. The cost is esti- 
mated at about £13,000. 


Competition for Traffic Roundabouts. 

The jury appointed to consider the de- 
signs submitted in the R.I.B.A. competi- 
tion between students of ‘‘ recognised ”’ 
schools of architecture for the design of 
traffic roundabouts with converging roads, 
including the treatment of street furni- 
ture, signs, lighting, etc., have made the 
following awards :— 

Subject No. 1 (a right-angle crossing

OBITUARY 


Captain George Swinton. 

The death is announced, at the age of 
77, of Captain George Swinton. Some time 
Lord Lyon King of Arms, he will be better 
remembered for his part in the establish- 
ment of the Scottish National War 
Memorial and for his work in furthering 
town-planning—especially in regard to 
London traffic. He was also chairman of 
the Committee for Planning New Delhi. 

George Sitwell Campbell Swinton was 
born on May 10, 1859. After early service 
in the Army he resigned his commission 
in 1893 and studied art under Herkomer 
and other teachers. He was elected to 
the L.C.C. in 1901, serving as chairman of 
the Parks and Open Spaces Committee. 
and as Chief Whip of the Municipal Re- 
formers, 1903 to 1912. In 1912 he was 
elected chairman of the Council, but re- 
signed on becoming chairman of the 
Town-Planning Committee of New Delhi. 
From 1918 to 1927 he was hon. secretary 
of the committee which was responsible 
for the Scottish National War Memorial 
in Edinburgh Castle. Captain Swinton 
was successively March Pursuivant of 
Arms, Albany Herald, and Lord Lyon 
King of Arms and Secretary to the Order 
of the Thistle. 


F. W. Rhodes, L.R.1.B.A. 

The death is announced of Mr. 
Frederick William Rhodes, L.R.1.B.A. 
Mr. Rhodes, who was 77, served his 
articles with the late Mr. Daniel Dodgson, 
and for the past 56 years he practised on 
his own account in Upper Wortley, where 
he occupied the same offices for more than 
half a century. He was a member of the 
West Yorkshire Society of Architects. 


Joseph W. Watson. 

Mr. Joseph Walter Watson, formerly 
senior partner in the firm of Watson and 
Johnson, architects, of Birmingham, has 
died at Erdington at the age of 82.

CORRESPONDENCE 


‘* Reigns and Styles.” 

Siz,—I should like to support the views 
expressed by Mr. Maxwell Aylwin in his 
letter to you under the above heading. 
(The Builder, January 15.] Recent pub- 
licity relating to contemporary — art 
reminds one somewhat of the feminist 
agitation before the War. To-day woman 
appears to have found her level. May we 
not likewise hope that contemporary art 
and the exponents of so-called “ modern ” 
architecture will soon find their true level, 
except that a certain section of the pro- 
fession apparently can find contentment 
only along the tortuous paths of contro- 
versy or by the acclamation of that which, 
on the surface, may appear to contain an 
element of truth but, upon deeper reflec- 
tion, is found to be ill-balanced and 
perverted? 

To pronounce, for example, as the ex- 
tremists do, that the Crystal Palace was 
a supreme example of modernism and 
almost the only building in England that 
foreign architects found of any interest, 
since it embodied, as it is claimed, all the 


fashionable catchwords of “ pre-fabrica- 


tion, standardisation, and fitness for pur- 
pose,” is an illustration of my meaning. 
Exaggerations such as this, now unfor- 
tunately so markedly adopted by our 
cheaper Press, and even by some of our 
“journalistic ’’ professional weeklies, 
alas, permeates so much of life to-day— 
the Press, the films, in fact all that has 
the power to guide for good or ill. 

Mr. Anthony Eden, in his recent address 
to the Foreign Press Association, has re- 
minded us, in respect of politics, that we 
are told that modern thought is not heroic, 
and that Europe is now entering on the 
heroic stage. As he states, by all means 
let us have heroism, but let us not con- 
fuse heroism with heroics, nor forget that 
the happy mean is not necessarily a 
mediocre thing, deficient in all the flash- 
ing qualities of the extremes on either side 
of it, since moderation should be derived 
from a just sense of proportion and har- 
mony. Many of the arguments of the 
extremist to-day were preached long ago 
by men like the late Professor Lethaby. 
Since then, their ideas have been trans- 
planted into other lands, and have been 
now returned to this country, exaggerated 
a hundredfold, to conform with the views 
of those Continental exponents who pro- 
claim their doctrines, followed by a sec- 
tion of our own contemporaries, in a 
gathering momentum which is overwhelm- 
ing all moderate thought. 

One of the doctrines of the extremist is 
that “ Man makes beauty of that which he 
loves,” but this needs the qualification 
that it depends upon the nature of the 
individual concerned. Another catchword 
is that if anything “ functions perfectly ”’ 
it must, ipso facto, be beautiful. Even the 
extremists themselves are beginning to 
realise that this is an untenable axiom 
upon which to bolster up their art 
philosophy. 

_It is urged that we are living in revolu- 

tionary times, and that our architecture 
should express the spirit of the times in 
Which we live. Whilst other countries 
have entirely revolutionised their outlook 
on life, fortunately England still retains 
its democracy, whose chief characteristics 
are tolerance and moderation. 
_ The late Mr. Halsey Ricardo, that great 
idealist, whose work is seldom referred to 
by the extremist because it does not form 
Part of their ereed, in an address he gave 
i Brighton in 1910, said:— 

_ Yur ideals, our convictions, our pas- 
sions, are not those of the centuries so 





long past, yet there are things we have in 
common, besides being close cooped up 
within our city walls—a deep sense of 
civic life. We, too, have our strife, but 
it is against want and disease, dirt and 
disorder. So far as pain can be mitigated 
and misery alleviated, so far as ignorance 
can be dissipated, help given to the young 
and the infirm, this we have set resolutely 
to do. So far as we best know, we mean 
to strengthen the weak and encourage the 
poor. We may be individualistic in our 
special aims and ambitions, but we are 
communists in our desire for the welfare 
of our fellow citizens and our country; 
and out of this firm resolution and moral 


conviction will come an Art, comparable, 


let us trust, to the Art of the 13th century; 
Art everywhere, everybody’s Art.”’ 


Surely these prophetic words, spoken 
nearly thirty years ago, may remind us 
that Art should not be bdsed on revolu- 
tion, but rather on evolution, and that 
nothing great can be effected in a flash 
or a decade, as some apparently would 
have us believe, but must be the result of 
aoe years of concentrated and combined 
effort.

The Building Industry and Rating. 


Sir,—You published last week an ex- 
cerpt from a letter of Mr. Sydney Tatchell, 
F.R.I.B.A., to The Times on this sub- 
ject. It contains little more than the 
bald statement that building is hampered 
by the heavy burden of rates. What in- 
dustry is not? If any good is to be accom- 
plished by discussion it must be shown 
that there is a “‘ more excellent way ” 
than the method of assessment now in 
vogue. Mr. Tatchell makes no alterna- 
tive suggestion. Clearly Imperial and 
local expenditure have to be met some- 
how. 


The only suggestion that Mr. Tatchell 
miakes is the appointment of a Royal 
Commission to examine the matter 
thoroughly. The last Royal Commission 
and a Departmental Committee also very 
thoroughly explored the subject, but pro- 
posed no substantial alterations, and cer- 
tainly no change in the basis of assess- 
ment. If Mr. Tatchell desires changes he 
should indicate a better basis. Where we 
see inequalities it is our duty to point 
them out, not to pray for others to help 
us. 
Mr, H. B. Bryant suggests that in view 
of the facts that there are 1,500 authori- 
ties collecting £163 million annually in 
rates, and that the cost of collection is 
much greater than in the case of income 
tax, “‘the trend of enlightened public 
thought is toward a national, or at least 
a regional, basis of local finance.’”’ Does 
Mr. Bryant or his association accept this 
view? If so, there would be a definite 
basis for discussion. 

If Mr. Tatchell and Mr. Bryant would 
refer to my letter in your issue for 
December 11, on ‘‘ Housing Subsidies,” 
they would find some discussion of the 
incidence of the subsidies of £160 million 
on municipal housing operations since 
1918, and the equity of that incidence. 

A local income tax was proposed to the 
Royal Commission as a substitute for 
rates, and it was supported by Sir Michael 
Hicks-Beach, a former Chancellor of the 
Exchequer. His evidence was not at all 
convincing, and the report of the Commis- 
sion found the proposals quite imprac- 
ticable. 

The question of the incidence of rates 
and taxes is one of great complexity. It 
is wrapped up with the still greater ques: 
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tions of the methods of local government 
and the relations between Imperial and 
local finance. Rating has gradually de- 
veloped during three and a half centuries 
by means of statutory enactments and 
judicial decisions, and it will not be 
lightly superseded.

Extras on Contracts. 

Sir,—It is bewildering to read in your 
issue of January 15, in the article en- 
titled ‘“‘ Extras—II,” that— 

“When the contract provides, as most 
building contracts do, that the architect 
may vary the contract by additions or 
alterations, it does not necessarily follow 
that the employer must pay for any extras 
incurred thereby unless the architect has 
first informed him that the cost of the 
work will be increased.” i 

On the assumption that the form of 
Main Contract is the 1931 R.I.B.A. form, 
clause 1 states that the architect may in 
his absolute discretion and from time to 
time issue written directions in regard 
to the variation or modification of the 
design, quality or quantity of the works 
or the addition or omission or substitu- 
tion of any work. The last part of this 
clause says— 

** If compliance with architect’s instruc- 
tions as aforesaid involves expense or 
loss beyond that reasonably contemplated 
by the contract, then unless the same were 
issued owing to some breach of this con- 
tract by the Contractor the amount of 
such expense or loss shall be ascertained 
by the Architect, and added to the con- 
tract sum,” 
and yet we are told that the contractor 
must show either that he apprised the 
employer that his proposition was a de- 
parture from the original design and 
contract, and must be attended with in- 
creased cost, or that it was of such a 
character as necessarily to carry this in- 
formation to him, if the contractor is to 
be paid for the extra in question! 

The Form of Contract is signed by the 
employer, and surely the employer is 
bound by the terms of the contract. This 
seems to me to make it quite clear that 
the architect is empowered by the em- 
ployer to vary or modify the design, and 
that the contractor must carry out any 
written instructions of the architect so 
to do, and that the employer is liable to 
pay the contractor for so doing. 

I should be grateful for some further 
elucidation on this very important point.

The Cost of Waterloo Bridge. 

A deputation from the London County 
Council waited on the Minister of Trans- 
port on Monday to urge that the Govern- 
ment should reconsider its decision to 
make no grant from the Road Fund to- 
wards the cost of rebuilding Waterloo 
Bridge. The deputation consisted of the 
leaders of both parties and represented, 
it is stated, the unanimous decision of the 
Council. Mr. Hore-Belisha assured the 
deputation that he would put the repre- 
sentations made to him before his col- 
leagues in the Government. 

Such progress is being made with the 
demolition of Waterloo Bridge that it is 
hoped to begin work on the new bridge 
in the early part of next summer. The 
engineers have discovered that the work- 
manship on the old bridge was extremely 
good throughout, and it has been stated 
that the demolition of the bridge had 
shown how perfectly every archstone had 
been cut to taper.

EXHIBITION AT BURLINGTON HOUSE 


SIR REGINALD BLOMFIELD ON CONTEMPORARY ARCHITECTURE. 


In connection with the exhibition now 
being held at Burlington House, Picca- 
dilly, a course of lectures has been 
arranged for Wednesday afternoons, and 
the first of these was to have been de- 
livered last week by Sir Reginald 
Blomfield, R.A., PP.R.I.B.A. An attack 
of influenza prevented him from attend- 
ing the meeting, but the paper he had 
prepared was read by his son, Mr. Austin 
Blomfield. Sir William Llewellyn (Presi- 
dent of the Royal Academy) was in the 
chair. : 

In his lecture, Sir Reginald wrote that 
the present exhibition was the first 
systematic attempt on a comprehensive 
seale to bring the living art of architec- 
ture before the British public. lt was an 
exhibition of contemporary architecture 
in this country from the beginning of 
the century down to the present day, com- 
bined with a small, retrospective exhi- 
bition of the work of British architects 
from 1600 to 1900. In presenting it, the 
Royal Academy had also in view the need 
to insist that architecture was an art, 
and that consequently the architect must 
approach his work from an angle dif- 
fering from that of the purely professional 
person concerned with architecture solely 
as a matter of business. The architect’s 
ideal should be to translate efficiency into 
terms of ssthetic value; to-day the need 
to emancipate architecture from com- 
mercialism was even more urgent than it 
had been 40 years ago, when a number 
of young men, under the leadership of 
Norman Shaw and T. G. Jackson, were 
seeking to rescue it from becoming a 
merely professional affair. 


The Interpretation of Efficiency. 


“We hear a great deal nowadays,” 
wrote the author, “ about standardised 
design and the pursuit of efficiency; but 
the interpretation given to efficiency is far 
too narrow, because it leaves out of 
account the satisfaction through the eye 
of the time-honoured elements of com- 
position, rhythm and _ proportion—ele- 
ments not to be identified with any 
specific details or any particular style, 
but outside and beyond them all. As to 
standardised art, unless art is individual 
it is nothing: In the eighteenth century 
there was only one technique, and, the 
details of the five orders being stan- 
dardised, any intelligent builder could 
put you up a Doric, Ionic or Corinthian 
doorway of correct proportions and pleas- 
ing appearance. But architecture is very 
much more than this kind of thing; it is 
the art that plans and disposes in due 
order and subordination all the elements 
going to make up a satisfactory building.” 

Art being the expression of an indi- 
vidual personality, if the masterpieces of 
architecture were studied they would be 
found to express quite clearly the person- 
ality of those who had designed them: 
and the present exhibition being arranged 
with the definite idea of getting back to 
the personal touch, autograph drawings 
made by the designers themselves, 
wherever obtainable, were shown together 
with the more finished drawings of the 
buildings. Thus was shown the working 
of the designer’s mind, his first rough 
idea gradually developing and being 
carried further and further up to its final 
expression. 

Besides the recovery of the personal 


touch, another aim of the exhibition was 
to present to the public a bird’s-eye view 
of the state of British architecture at this 
moment. The issue of style had been 
deliberately avoided, and examples shown 
of all the multifarious modes of expression 
now in use; this being the only fair way to 
present the facts of the position. A 
hundred, or even fifty years ago, such an 
exhibition as the present would have been 
not only impossible but incredible; be- 
cause even Norman Shaw, though by far 
the most able and the most liberal- 
minded of nineteenth-century architects, 


‘would have shuddered at our latest ex- 


periments in reinforced concrete houses. 
Nevertheless, reinforced concrete was a 
material that could not be ignored, and 
examples of its use were shown side by 
side with brick and stone—those familiar 
materials of perennial charm if limited 
opportunities. 

The fact must be recognised that to-day 
all the arts were in the melting pot, and 
Stephan Zweig, in a recently published 
study of Erasmus, compared our present 
state of mind with that of the early days 
of the Renaissance: ‘‘ Each individual,”’ 
he said, “is obliged to live in terms of a 
new dimension, but before the brain has 
had time to accommodate itself to these 
well-nigh inconceivable changes, the 
emotions have already suffered a meta- 
morphosis, so that the initial reaction of 
the spirit is a restless bewilderment, 
partly brought about by anxiety, and 
partly ‘by a confused enthusiasm, with the 
result that men lose their bearings, and 
kick aside the norms and forms which 
have hitherto kept them under control.” 
This ‘‘ confused enthusiasm ’”’ had been 
responsible, wrote Sir Reginald, for a suc- 
cession of silly catchwords, each of which 
was supposed to provide an entirely fresh 
standpoint in the arts. A few years ago 
“ significant form” had been regarded 
as the touchstone, but all form must be 
significant of something; now “ willed 
form ’’ was the latest cry, though all and 
every form was willed, unless we were 
to suppose that all the designer had to do 
was to sit down to his board and let his 
pencil ramble about the paper as it liked 


** Tradition ’’ Defined. 


Of tradition, Sir Reginald wrote that 
most of our young men considered that 
it was a waste of time even to acquaint 
themselves with what had been done in 
the past, and were prepared to set out on 
uncharted. seas without a compass and 
even without a captain whose directions 
they could understand. But this state of 
mind was due to a misconception as to 
what was meant by tradition. Tradition 
did not mean keeping but handing on; 
it was a forward not a backward move- 
ment. From the best that had been done 
in the past it carried on, feeling its way, 
and not losing touch with its inheritance 
of knowledge painfully acquired. In the 
exhibition would be found examples of 
tradition well understood and properly 
handled—designs of buildings very dif- 
ferent from what had been accepted as 
normal hitherto, yet observant of the 
spirit that had inspired the great build- 
ings of the past—buildings in which the 
modern architect had not forgotten the 
past, but had treated it as a stepping-stone 
to the future. Of reinforced concrete Sir 
Reginald wrote that there could be no 
doubt as to its great value in large struc- 
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tural work, foundations, retaining waljs 
and the like; but as applied to small and 
moderate-sized buildings its practical aq. 
vantages were questionable, and he 
thought some of the experimentalists were 
going too fast and too far. 

He concluded with a reply to some 
criticisms of modern architecture that 
have appeared in the Press. ‘‘After more 
than 50 years devoted to the study and 
practice of architecture,” he wrote, “I give 
it as my considered opinion that architec. 
ture in this country has made a great 
advance since the beginning of this cep. 
tury. Think of what did duty for archi. 
tecture in civil and domestic buildings jp 
the second half of the nineteenth century 
There were fine buildings here and there. 
some of which you will see in the retro. 
spective exhibition—Norman Shaw’s Scot. 
land Yard, for example, Bentley’s Cathe. 
dral at Westminster, Sedding’s Church of 
the Holy Trinity, some. of Bodley and 
Pearson’s churches, Jackson’s work at 
Oxford and other buildings—but the 
average was low and the aims uncertain. 
We have still far to go to attain to any. 
thing like the general level of excellence 
reached both here and in France in the 
eighteenth century. But we are, I believe, 
on the way to it, if only public opinion 
and commonsense will help to keep the 
heads of our young men straight; for there 
is plenty of latent talent among them, 
even on the evidence of some of their 
aberrations. Contemporary architecture 
in this country is neither witless nor 
vacuous, and if you will examine care- 
fully the work exhibited here, I think you 
will find that architecture is moving. 
Here you will find churches and chapels, 
war memorials and civic buildings, de- 
signs for schools and universities, shops 
and factories, banks and _ business 
premises, picture palaces, flats, slum 
clearances, domestic buildings of all 
kinds, designs for gardens and bridges— 
every kind of work for which architects 
nowadays are called upon to make de 
signs. And you will note that the range 
of architecture has been extended to what 
formerly was left to the hard utilitarian- 
ism of the engineer and the bad taste of 
the uninstructed. Now architect and 
engineer work hand in hand,” 


TIMBER’ HOUSES 
AT BURLINGTON HOUSE

opened at Burlington House on January 8 
The timber exhibits range from photographs 
of a small wooden bathing shelter to those of 
moderately priced cottages and large country 
houses. 

Among them are a cedar house at Cobham, 
Surrey, designed by Sir Edwin Lutyens, 
R.A., and constructed by Mr. W. H. Colt. 
The house was designed as a model for simr 
lar houses to be built in the south of England. 
The timber construction, it is claimed, gives 
a high insulation value, being cool in summer 
and warm in winter. The roof is in the Scam 
dinavian style. The cedar, of course, 18 &% 


tremely durable, and does not require paint 


ing as it weathers to a pleasant colour m@ 
few weeks.

THE YORK SCHOOL OF GLASS PAINTING 


Tyis essay in the history of the York 
School of Glass Painters* comes from 
one well qualified to deal with the sub- 
ject, his researches into the period with 
which he deals being already well known. 
The author writes with great knowledge 
and illuminates the period in a manner 
that brings it very vividly before us. The 
pook is copiously illustrated with sketches 
and photographs by the author, which 
well support the text, and we are brought 


‘ into intimate relation with the life and 


methods of the glass painters of the 14th 
century. We are given a history of the 
time and of the variable quality of York 
work, and the extent to which ecclesias- 
tices were responsible for the making of 
windows. We learn of the accepted tra- 
dition and treatment in works of art 
during the Middle Ages, which were con- 
servative in character and also of the 
secular character of-York work, particulars 
being given of the political allusions and 
favourite subjects of the windows, and of 
the sources from which the glass was ob- 
tained. There are also particulars of the 
prices paid for work and of the devasta- 
ting effects of the “‘ Black Death” on the 
work of the glass painters. 

A chapter is devoted to John Thornton, 
of Coventry, the creator of the great E 
window, including particulars of the 
original contract for the work, under 
which the painting of the glass was to 
be done by his own hand. The author 
would not have us take this too literally, 
and we must no doubt distinguish be- 
tween the corporate relation of artists 
working together and the factory system. 
The proof of how the window was execu- 
ted is best seen in the beautiful result, 
for the best way is that which achieves 
the finest window. Unfortunately its 
lustre is a good deal dimmed  to- 
day by the leaded glass ‘guard placed 
outside, to say nothing of the injury to 
the stone mullions. Surely it were 
wiser to run the risk—which by experience 
is found not to be a very great one—of the 
chance injury of the window by a stone 
than to sacrifice its beauty in this disas- 
trous way !

But we are presented with another 
picture, on page 216, from which we 
learn that ‘‘ The standard of business 
morality in the Middle Ages was ”’ “ very 
low, and glass painters were no better 
than others,’ and we read a sorry tale of 
windows made up from old cartoons, and 
of figures made to do service for other 
figures by turning them round the other 
way, and even of five or six figures doing 
duty for 38 separate personages! The 
author is, in fact, an unsparing breaker-

down of images, and will not let us rest 
on any merely sentimental conclusions 
about: the aspirations of the times of 
which he writes. Perhaps this is just as 
well, as counterblast to much maudlin 
enthusiasm about it, and he sees these 
old glass painters as men with like faults 
as ourselves. All the same, and after 
criticism has done its part, the work of 
the York school is rightly estimated 
highly, and though the value of most of 
the old glass in its restored state does not 
amount to very much, in what remains 
of authentic character there is beauty to 
inspire us. The Cathedral is, all things 
considered, a rather worldly affair, the 
parish church having been more the 
spiritual home of the people. 

There is so much in this book which 
well repays perusal, and so intimate is his 
knowledge of the period on which he 
writes, that we forgive the author his un- 
favourable comments on the views of 
artists which are distasteful to him, as 
when he writes, ‘‘ It is a favourite delu- 
sion of artists that art is a necessity of 
life, but it is quite a fallacy,” and that he 
only lives on ‘‘ the surplus wealth of the 
business man,” to which we are to be- 
lieve he clings like a parasite. It is not 
only artists who will challenge such a 
view to-day. Art, according to the author, 
is the luxury of the rich. But as the 
medieval period was relatively poor, there 
must have been other influences than that 
of the ‘‘ surplus wealth of the business 
man,” and we think the best evidence of 
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this is contained in medieval art itself, 
which, amid whatever failure that can be 
attributed to it, retains an appeal for us 
which stirs more ample and inspiring im- 
pulses in the beholder than “ the luxury 
of the rich ” ever conceived of. Another 
“‘ delusion of artists,” says the author, is 
that “‘ there is more in the sub-division 
of labour than many of the ‘arts and 
crafts ’ persuasion are willing to admit,” 
too much delegation is an evil, none the 
less, and the less of it the better. The 
finest results will always be those in which 
the artist himself controls the work most 
completely. Nor is the view of the late 
March Phillips, to which the author 
refers, “‘that the medievals worked for 
sheer love of the thing,” a ‘‘ common de- 
lusion.” Some did and probably some did 
not; of this the work itself is the best evi- 
dence, as we do not gather grapes from 
thistles. If an unworldly and beautiful 
spirit pervades the work, we may conclude 
that ‘‘ sheer love of the thing” was the 
dominating influence. We shall find what 
we seek, and the admiration we bestow on 
medieval achievement arises from the 
fact that there is imagination and feeling 
in it, and that worldliness does not so 
much interfere as to destroy its message. 
These are but small differences of outlook, 
and little outweigh the merits of a very 
scholarly and interesting book. But the 
author, who is himself a glass painter, in 
“‘writing down”’ the virtues of artists from 
whom he differs, does himself injustice, 
and we prefer him as learned antiquarian 
and historian, where he is on ground more 
familiar to him. 

What, then, is the tradition conveyed 
through medieval glass? Does stained 
glass remain now as a survival only? What 
was fine in this work remains to delight 
us, but it cannot longer suffice for our 
needs to-day, and the boast-of tradition 
remains but as a refuge for the plagiarist. 
For we have now to create our own prece- 
dents, and stained glass will be what we 
make it, not what we cling to of old 
manner. New fields of beauty and new ex- 
perience, demand new expression, aided 
by the ample resources of beautiful glass 
at our disposal. Traditionalist! Modern- 
ist! From the compulsion of either the arts 
need deliverance, freedom to create with- 
out the entanglements of either schools 
or labels.

LIVERPOOL ARCHITECTURAL SOCIETY. 
Architecture and Politics. 

In the course of a paper dealing with 
the relation of politics to architecture, 
read before the Liverpool Architectural 
Society on January 13, Mr. Edward Carter, 
B.A., A.R.I.B.A. (Librarian, R.I.B.A.), 
said at least half of the people to whom 
he had mentioned the subject of that talk 
had expressed distaste at the mere idea of 
linking architecture and politics, not be- 
cause they considered either subject dis- 
tasteful, but because they felt convinced 
that there was no relation between them, 
except, as they reluctantly acknowledged, 
in incidental affairs of by-laws and so on. 
The relationship in his view was funda- 
mental. : 

Our system was rooted in over 2,000 years 
of individualism, though it must be re- 
membered that the individuals with any 
real degree of liberty formed only a small 
minority. As long as individualism could, 
if only for that minority, remain the 
formative doctrine in our state affairs, 
control would be largely a matter of call- 
ing recalcitrant individuals to heel. 
Behind that nominal individualism we 
had the fact that the affairs of to-day 
were not predominantly individual, but 
were permeated: throughout with cor- 
porate relations of every kind. 

Mr. H. A. L. Fisher has said that pro- 
gress was not a law of nature—it all de- 
pended on what we meant by progress or 
natural laws. He (the speaker) suggested 
that in all affairs in architecture as much 
as in anything else, but principally in the 
technics side of architecture, there was a 
dominant tendency to progress. Opposed, 
however, to progress was man’s power of 
control—and man unhappily was still in- 
capable of making use of the progressive 
elements in his being, so that his power 
of control was generally exercised by hin- 
dering rather than stimulating his forward 
tendencies. We had not evolved a social 
and economic science capable of assimila- 
ting the natural flow of ideas, inventions, 
and instruments that offered themselves 
continually for our service. When we did 
choose to make use of our powers we 
frustrated the ideals which underlay the 
inventions, sciences and humanistic ideas, 
by using our powers for the wrong reasons. 

How far had informed opinion in archi- 
tecture in England now any chance of 
getting its ideas accepted? If a consensus 
of informed professional opinion was 
taken on one of the major questions of 
architecture—say, the design of modern 
speculative houses—he believed that a 
fairly coherent opinion could be reached, 
but what chance was there at present of 
getting that opinion implemented? Ob- 
jectors might say that in a democratic 
country the lowest common denominator 
of opinion must be the effective opinion, 
and to get the lowest common denominator 
of opinion about jerry-built houses we 
must include the opinion of the jerry- 
builders. He denied this as an essential 
element in democracy. 

The history of art, proceeded the 
lecturer, could be interpreted to show that 
in times when art was really alive the 
artists were not detached eccentrics, but 
were actively and coherently concerned 
with the dominant affairs of their age. 
politics, social life, religion—concerned 
not merely as interpreters, though that 
was usually thought to be the chief func- 
tion of artists, but as active leaders of 
thought. The artist was in all the facts 
of his being the man most fitted to play 


the inspirational part in affairs. In 
as far as architects were artists they would 
be alive to the totality of social develop- 
ment, and not until they were thus alive 
were they likely to be artists in the full 
meaning of the word—people whose inter- 
pretative and creative instincts were 
wholly integrated and pervaded the whole 
of their activity, and while intensely per- 
sonal, were inextricably wedded to the 
community life around them. (This, he 
suggested, applied universally to the 
whole range of an architect’s work, not by 
any means solely to housing or the social 
sides of architecture only.) As such they 
were driven to adopt a political view- 
point. It was no use pretending that 
artistic creative effort could be a fugitive 
and cloistered virtue. 


It was the artists’ capacity for feeling, 
seeing, and by instinct knowing, before 
the duller wits of common men had 
awakened, that made them of value—of 
value not merely as the creators of de- 
tached esthetically pleasing forms, but as 
creative elements of society. Artists as 
much as technical experts and the mass of 
the people were left out of the calcula- 
tions of politicians and financiers. By 
their nature the artists themselves were 
the last people to fight successfully for 
their recognition as a functional unit of 
the state. To-day we seemed prepared to 
give tardy and reluctant recognition to 
the artist as an industrial designer, but. 
again, he wanted to say that it was not 
the rational element in an artist which 
might enable him to design a decent-look- 
ing fork or wireless set, that was his most 
valuable contribution; indeed, he would 
suggest that the age that had to make a 
fuss of having the machines of daily life 
designed by artists had something funda- 
mental lacking in its make up. He recog- 
nised this lack to-day, and the necessity of 
calling in modern artists as a sort of shock 
brigade to clean up the squalid corners of 
a city’s underworld. The essential nature 
of art was to be found neither in the pro- 
duction of objects to satisfy practical 
needs, nor in the expression of religious 
or philosophical ideas, but in its capacity 
to create a synthetic and self-consistent 
world compounded of the contradictions of 
needs and desires, dreams and fantasies. 

The essential argument was that the 
whole form and structure of our world 
was at variance with the well-being of 
three of the essential component parts of 
society—experts, artists and the mass of 
the community. The contribution which 
they could make was either disregarded, 
or perverted by ignorance or by de- 
liberate intent. 

There was a passion for false progress, 
going faster and faster to nowhere. The 
need now was not to add to the elaboration 
of life but to reassess values, to quieteh 
the machines, simplify the fabric of our 
lives as the engineer simplified his 
machines as he perfected them by co- 
ordinating hitherto unco-ordinated parts. 
James Watt’s public asked him to make 
his engines noisier because, without 
knowledge of the essentials of technical 
efficiency, they thought noise meant 
power. So we were easily led to think all

and new contraptions meant progress. The 


raw simplicity of modern building, the 
-hard quality of abstract art, were pro- 
‘phetic elements which we could watch, 


bearing in mind that the simplicity which 
they showed was not merely a negative 
elimination, such as was seen in some con- 
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temporaneous buildings, which We

MANCHESTER SOCIETY OF ARCHITECTS 
Modern Architecture. j 

In a lecture to this Society on January 13 
Professor Gropius said that to-day we Wer 
in a position to prove conclusively that the 
outward form of modern architecture and 
design was not the whim of a few archites 
or artists hungry for innovation, but the 
inevitable consequential product of the intl. 
lectual, social and technical conditions of oy 
age. The transformation from manual to 
machine production so preoccupied humanity 
for a century that instead of pressing fy. 
ward to tackle the real problems of dos 
men were long content with borrowed style 
and formulistic decorations. A new concep. 
tion of building based on realities had &. 
veloped, and with it had come a new ani 
changed perception of space. It. was see 
that an architect could not hope to realise 
his ideas unless he was able to influence the 
general production of his country, its trade 
and industry, in such a way that a new map 
ner, a new school resulted, which succeeded 
in acquiring authoritative significance, 

The lecturer then traced the history of 
the modern movement in architecture. The 
conception which the new kind of archite. 
ture had of its calling was that, he said, of 
a co-ordinating organiser, whose business it 
was to resolve all formal, technical, sociologi- 
cal and commercial problems, and combine 
them in a comprehensive unity. It had in 
evitably extended its researches beyond the 
house to the street, from the street to the 
completer organism which was the city itself, 
and ultimately into the wider field of 
regional and national planning. ‘‘I believe 
our conception of the new architecture is no- 
where in opposition to that of our tradition,” 
declared the speaker, ‘‘ since tradition is no 
imitation of old styles, and respect for tradi- 
tion does not imply the comfortable enjoy- 
ment of elements in it which are a matter o 
chance or convenience or an esthetic pr 
occupation with superannuated forms of att. 
There is, and always has been, a struggle for 
essentials. The greatest opposition which the 
new architecture encounters is due to the 
demand of modern architects that the prin 
ciple of mass production should be applied 
to house construction. The difficulties in the 
way are all the more considerable for ers 
of a psychological as well as a_ techni 
nature. We have been accustomed to refer 
to ‘standard’ things for a long time, but, 
generally speaking, we apply this term much 
too superficially. A product deserves the 
designation ‘standard’ only when it has 
completely satisfied many different conditions 
and possesses the maximum of capacity and 
quality. The setting up of standards is 
no sense an achievement of our age. Iti 
only the method used for arriving at 4 
standard which has changed. Standards have 
always represented certain ne ‘plus ultra 
zeniths of cultural achievement, a selection 
from all that is best, the winnowing of what 
is vital and impersonal from what is pe 
sonal and incidental.’’ 

He believed, declared the lecturer, that 
good town planning, as well as good arcil 
tecture, depended on the systematic solution 
of the great problems of national planning, 
on the inter-penetration of town and country 
by lessening the warp and woof of the stuff 
of our cities. The intellectual groundwork 
of a new architecture had already been accom 
plished and made available. The task of the 
coming generation was to transplant t 
knowledge into the consciousness of the com 
munity.

Tue design for these council offices, fire 
station with caretaker’s quarters, hose- 
towers, mortuary and garages, was placed 
first in an open competition decided in 
1935, the successful architects being 
Messrs. C. H. Elsom and H. Stone. Our 
illustrations show how well the de- 
sign has worked up into the completed 
building, for which considerable credit 
is due to the architects. 

The site is at the junction of the 
Campus with Bridge-road. The latter road 
being a main thoroughfare, it was neces- 
sary to put the fire station on Bridge- 
road, and this largely dictated the general 
disposition of the various buildings. This 
is apparent from the plan. Elevationally, 
the treatment of multi-coloured facing 
bricks with artificial stone dressings, and 
(on the office blocks) hand-made sand- 
faced pantiles is in accordance with the 
architectural character of the garden 
city. The external walls are 14-in. brick 
on concrete foundations; internal walls 
are 9-in. brick, and internal partitions are 
of pre-cast blocks. Floors are hollow- 
tile, and the flat roof is hollow-tile on 
steel-frame, the top being covered with 
screeding cork and asphalt. 

Walls and ceilings of the general offices, 
corridors, etc., are plastered and painted. 
In the council chamber the walls are 
finished with acoustic plaster and spray 
distemper, there being a dado of Austra- 
lian walnut; the ceiling is hard-plaster 
distempered ; the doors covered with hide, 
and the floor close-carpeted. The com- 
mittee room has walls finished in acoustic 


plaster and spray distemper, and ceiling 
of hard plaster, painted woodwork and 
close-carpeted floor. In the temporary 
library the fittings are in oak and pine, 
stained grey, with blue cappings and 
skirtings. The lavatories have walls 
finished to 7 ft. in cream tiles and floors 
of leather. In the fire-engine house, the 
walls are finished in faience, the ceilings 
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warmed air per hour into the rooms, ang 
a similar extractor fan.

are plastered and painted, and the fold- 
ing doors are teak. 

Heating is by low-pressure hot-water, 
with forced circulation, run in wrought- 
iron pipes from two coke-fired boilers. 
There are 28 radiators. Hot-water is by 
low-pressure gravity circulation, with 
separate coke-fired boiler and storage 
cylinders of 120 gallons. The plenum 
system for the council chambers and the 
committee rooms comprises one steel- 
plate centrifugal fan, driven by an electric 
motor forcing 83,000 cu. ft. of filtered and

St. Christopher’s Church, Withington. 

This church serves a parish of 10,000 popu- 
lation, carved out of the parish of Christ 
Church, Withington. The area served is a 
Corporation housing estate. ! 
to build up a religious and social centre for 
the parish with provision for church, parish 
hall, with Sunday school, ciubrooms and _rec- 
tory. ‘The church and rectory have been 
puilt, and the hall, when built, will complete 
the third side of the quadrangle. The church 
will accommodate a congregation of 500. 

The nature of the foundation had some 
bearing upon the form of plan adopted. The 
foundation is waterlogged with water sta- 
tionary at a depth of 9 ft. below the surface. 
In consequence shaliow spreading foundations 
and a plan form with uniformly distributed 
loads were adopted. The foundations beneath 
the tower were taken right down to form the 
heating chamber. The principal entrance has 
been designed to command the main approach. 
This entrance and the semi-circular baptistry, 
jn which the font is seen immediately on en- 
tering the church, together form a strong 
focus on the important ‘cross axis of the 
church. Subsidiary porches are planned at 
the west end, a separate porch for the side 
chapel for daily services and vestry entrance. 

Within the compass of a massive tower 
adequate provision has been formed for heat- 
ing chamber and fuel, main entrance porch, 
organ chambers, store-rooms, belfry (in which 
it is hoped to instal an electric chime of ten 
bells, and clock) and neon-lighted cross. 

The planning arrangements for a robed 

choir of men and women are in the nature 
of anew departure. The choir is brought into 
the nave into close relationship with the con- 
gregational seating. Broad open spaces are 
thus secured in the sanctuary and round the 
altar. The space from the first step to the 
altar rails is planned as a Confirmation plat- 
form. ‘ 
The construction is a reinforced con- 
crete frame from foundations up to and in- 
cluding beams over aisle openings; above this 
height, brick pier and panel construction. The 
interior is faced throughout with 2-in. com- 
mon bricks distempered ivory-cream. Roofs 
and ceilings are of reinforced concrete beam 
and slab construction throughout. 

The decoration of the walls is Walpamur 
ivory cream on 2-in. common brick. The main 
ceiling is in blues graded deep from the walls 
to light in the centre. The beams are finished 
the same colour as the walls. 

The main body of the church is heated by 
warm air amplified by electric tubular heating 
in vestries, chapel and at west end. The 
scheme of lighting consists of wall fittings 
and reflectors, with ceiling light panels to 
chapel, aisles and vestries. A special feature 
is the floodlighting of the belfry and concrete 
cross, the latter being by means of pale blue 
neon tubes on front and back faces, -

This house was built early in 1931 at 
a cost, including immediate lay-out and gates, 
of £2,415. The plan is compact, yet any 
suspicion of overcrowding has been avoided. 
Wherever possible the standard fittings, e.g., 
metal casements and flush doors, have been 
used. A reinforced concrete frame was em: 
ployed on front and back only, tied through 
on main cross walls. Otherwise construction 
is ordinary throughout, with 9 in. external 
walls, breeze and brick partitions, wood 
joists at.first floor, wood joists and cross- 
firring-joist roof construction, and the whole 
of the ground floor is covered with jointless 
flooring laid on screened concrete. © The 
general contractors were Messrs. Manning 
and Bullman. 

The architect is Mr. George Checkley, 
M.A., B.Arch., A.R.I.B.A.

The Grissell Gold Medal. 

The winning design for the Grissell Gold 
Medal by Mr. Ernest H. Lockton (A.A. 
School) is illustrated in this issue. Mr. H. 
Austen Hall, F.R.1.B.A., in his criticisms of 
the designs at the R.I.B.A., on January 11, 
made the following remarks on the Grissell :— 
“The subject is a dance hall at a seaside 
town. . .. The planning is good without 
being interesting. The faults are: no en: 


trance from the north side, no circulation . 


behind the bandstand, and insufficient exits. 
The drawings also are very poor and only 
partly finished. ‘ Waltz’ (the winner) 
should not leave circles on his sections with 
the device ‘decorative glazing’ without 
evidence that it is decorative. He should 
design it if he can. Just as well one 
might write ‘Dance Hall’ on the block 
However,: his con- 
struction and report are. good, and show 
satisfactory work in the calculations.”’ 


Traffic Roundabouts. 
The names of the winners in the R.I.B.A. 
Competition between students of Recognised 
Schools of Architecture for the design of 
traffic roundabouts with converging roads, 
including the treatment of street furniture, 
signs, lighting, etc., are given of page 202. 
Their designs are illustrated elsewhere in 
this issue, Competitors were required to sub- 
mit schemes for not more than three of the 
four following subjects; the three subjects 
selected were to include subject No. 1. 

Suspsecr 1.—A right-angle crossing formed 
in a shopping centre of a large town by the 
intersection of two principal roads of equal 
traffic importance. Each road is- to accom- 
modate four lines of through traffic—two each 
way. Omnibus services will run along both 
roads. 

Sussect 2.—A five-way crossing in a resi- 
dential area comprising (a) a main road run- 
ning E.-W., with two lines of through 
traffic each way; (b) a road on the south 
side leading from a public park; (c) two 
roads on the north side, one running N.W. 
and accommodating two lines of through 
traffic each way, the other running N.E. and 
accommodating one line each way. 

Sussect 3.—A crossing in which a major 
road js intersected at right angles by a minor 
road. The major road, which separates a 
residential from an industrial area, is to 
serve ag an omnibus route; it will carry two 
lines of through traffic each way and is to be 
provided with cycle tracks. The minor road 
will carry one line of through traffic each 
way. : 

Sussect 4.—A crossing formed in- a resi- 
dential area by the intersection of a circum, 
lt boulevard and a principal -radia 
road.

THE COMPETITION REVIEWED. 

TuH1Is competition is unusual in that the 
site (which happens to be the same as 
that occupied by the present baths) made 
the same general lay-out the only possible 
solution. 

The conditions, which were clear and 
free from ambiguity, state that a portion 
of the old baths—‘ the existing block of 
buildings facing Endell-street, comprising 
entrance foyer, slipper baths, engineer’s 
flat, and public laundry, etc., as shown on 
the accompanying drawings, is to be re- 
tained.” We think that this condition— 
probably imposed upon the assessor for 
reasons of economy—is to be regretted, as 
it has limited the possibilities of the full 
development of the site to one solution, 
and it is quite possible that the economy 
thus envisaged has been somewhat 
illusory. 

The real problem here was the placing 
of the dressing-rooms, etc., either (a) on 
the same floor as the large swimming 
bath (165 ft. by 40 ft.), or (b) either above 
or below that level. 

Various solutions have been attempted, 
but we think that the design (by Mr. K. 
H. Wachter) awarded the first premium 
has earned the award, and is undoubtedly 
the best of the thirty-odd schemes sub- 
mitted. With modern systems of ventila- 
tion and lighting, many of the objections 
to underground dressing-rooms have dis- 
appeared, and the compensating advan- 
tages of simple and direct planning of the 
main floor outweigh any objections that 
could be raised on this score. 


The Winning Design. 

In the winning set the ground floor plan 
is the deciding factor. The main entrance 
is on Broad-street, placed centrally, and 
leading’ to a good-sized entrance hall; 
facing the entrance is the ticket office and 
towel store, with entrance for spectators 
to the café and bar, and large bath on 
the right side. The stairs to upper floor 
‘and gallery are on the right and left. The 
access to engineer’s office, clerk’s office, 
and instructional bath, etc., is on the left 
and adjacent to stairs leading to the dress- 
ing-rooms in basement. Stairs lead to 
club-rooms on the -upper floors. The 
elevations grow naturally out of the plan, 
and are simple and straightforward, but 
with plenty of character. The side eleva- 
tion, in this and other designs, is really 
of no account, owing to the retention of 
the block of old buildings previously 
mentioned. 


The Second Design. 

The scheme placed second by: the asses- 
sor—by Messrs. Acworth and Montagu—is 
similar in many respects to the winning 
design, but lacks the directness and sim- 
plicity of that plan, mainly because its 
authors have made an heroic and fairly 
successful attempt to get a good lay-out 
for the ground floor and, at the same time, 
to: include the men’s dressing-rooms in 
their plan. - The- ladies’ dressing-rooms - 
are—rather ungallantly—consigned to the 
basement. The elevations are conceived 
in a rather conventional Georgian manner, 
with two entrances, and are not very con-_ 
vincing. The scheme has been carefully 
thought out, and details are well. con- 
sidered. 


The Third Design. 


The design by Mr. A..H. Neave, which 
is awarded the third premium, has the 


1 ° most effective and well-proportioned front 


elevation of any set exhibited. In many 
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respects this plan is better than the second 
premiated design, but it has two serious 
defects: the corridors, etc., are much too 
narrow, and the main access for specta- 
tors to the large bath through.the café_has 
obvious disadvantages. 


Some Other Designs. ’ 

Messrs. Horth and Andrew send a 
scheme which is highly commended. This 
follows the same general lay-out as the 
premiated designs, but the main entrance 
is from Broad-street, on the left, with 
gallery entrance on the right. The café 
is on the first floor, and the dressing- 
rooms for ladies are on the ground floor, 
while those for men are placed below in 
the basement. The main elevation lacks 
cohesion, and the proportions are not 
altogether happy, with contrasting vertical 
and horizontal] lines. .- 

Two other sets are “‘ commended ” by 
the assessor. Messrs. Mallows and 
Meadley show an ingenious plan, with 
dressing-rooms on the lower ground floor; 
the seating for the public gallery, placed 
at the north (entrance) end of the site, 
ramps down from the first to ground floor, 
with the consequent disadvantage of some 
wasted space beneath it. It is, however, 
an ingenious plan. The main elevation 
does not perhaps express the purpose of 
the building, but is the logical expres- 
sion of this part of the plan. 

Another “ commended ” set, by Messrs. 
Powell and Kain, shows a _ neatly 
drawn and carefully thought out plan 
which, somehow, lacks the necessary 
touch of inspiration. 

Messrs. A. W. Pearson and Partners 
send a solution on which considerable 
time and thought must have been ex- 
pended, but which has the serious defect 
of a main entrance from a “ private 
road ” at the back of the site. 

Messrs. Dudley Harbron and A. Hick, 
of Hull, send a good set with a simple 
and effective treatment for the main 
elevation. 

Most of the other designs have got in- 
volved in difficulties in the almost hope- 
less attempt to have the large bath and 
dressing-rooms on the same floor, and 
while many of these plans show consider- 
able ingenuity, they lack directness and 
simplicity—two essential qualities which 
are also trump cards in a competition 
design. 


REPORT ON WINNING DESIGN. 


We take the following extracts from the 
report of the winning architect, Mr. K. H. 
Wachter :— 

GENERAL.—The requirements of the 
building can be grouped under the head- 
ings of four principal units: (1) the large 
swimming bath ; (2) the educational bath; 
(3) the club rooms; (4) the service plant. 

Layout.—The large swimming bath, 
with entrance hall, staircases, dressing 
rooms, etc., have been drawn together 
with the service plant in one structural 
unit, and the educational bath, with dress- 
ing rooms, etc., and the club rooms in a 
second unit. 

Tae Enrrance Hati.—This hall, two 
floors in height, is as spacious as prac- 
ticable, and provides easy access to all 
departments in the public baths portion. 
The ticket office occupies a conspicuous 
position in the entrance hall. In this 
scheme it was not found practicable to 
place the establishment laundry below the 
ticket office and, therefore, this office has 
been designed large enough to take one 
day’s supply of towels, etc., and is also 
provided with a direct service connection 
with the laundry. 

Tue Lance Swimmine Bata.—The height 
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has been governed by the requirements of 
the high diving stage and partly by the 
spectators’ galleries. For the purpose of 
architectural composition, the odd chances 
of providing light through windows in 
the side walls have been discarded in 
favour of one large toplight; the rooms 
on the ground, first and second floors, be- 
sides the staircase of the existing building 
on Endell-street, were considered of value 
to this scheme only if being used for 
giving additional width to the large swim- 
ming bath. 

The entrance for the spectators on 
Broad-street, together with the shape of 
the site, causes the large majority of spec- 
tators to be accommodated near this end 
of the bath, and therefore it has been con- 
sidered expedient to place the diving 
pool, serving also for water polo, at this 
end of the bath, because of the spectacular 
value of these two items. At the same 
time this arrangement provides some 
welcome space for the filtration and air- 
conditioning plant, which has, without 
excessive excavation, been placed partly 
underneath the shallow end of the pond. 

The high diving stage has been recessed 
on the side of the education bath for three 
reasons: (1) to reduce obstruction of view 
on the water area; (2) to prevent conges- 
tion along this side of the water’s edge; 
(3) to make it possible to have races 
started at the deep end of the pool. The 
bath surround has been designed consider- 
ably wider than the 6 ft. minimum re- 
quired in the schedule of accommodation, 
in order to provide ample space even for 
a capacity crowd of 500 bathers. 

The spectators have been accommodated 
in three sections: the amphitheatre seat- 
ing and two galleries. The edges of these 
galleries have been kept far enough away 
from the edge of the pond to give the 
occupants of the back rows, when stand- 
ing and slightly leaning over the railing 
in front of them, a clear view over the 
whole of the water area. 

The café has been placed on the ground 
floor and partly on the Endell-street side. 
The counter is large enough to serve 
partly as a bar for the benefit of the 
spectators of the galleries. Male and 
female lavatories have been provided for 
the exclusive use of the customers of the 
café. 

Srarrs.—In addition to the two large 
staircases on Broad-street, a third smaller 
exit stair has been provided at the back, 
serving about 250 spectators, occupying 
the rear half of the galleries. By connect- 
ing the service passage in the basement 
with the bath surround at the shallow end 
of the bath with a stair, it has become 
possible to reach this end from the en- 
trance hall directly, which seems to be 
very desirable on some occasions. 


Sprcrators’ CLOAKROOM AND LAVATORIES. 
—The spectators’ lavatories have been 
placed on the first floor, and the cloak- 
room with crush room above the entrance 
hall, both in the immediate vicinity of the 
spectators’ accommodation. The balcony 
of the entrance hall, connecting the two 
main stairs on the first floor level with 
both lavatories, and the crush room placed 
between the two following landings of the 
main stairs, provide some desirable addi- 
tional circulation space for large crowds. 


Dressing Rooms with AsLuTion Room 
AND Lavatories.—The dressing rooms of 
the large bath, together with their ablu- 
tion rooms and lavatories, have been 
placed in the basement, where liberal 
space could be provided for handling a 
capacity crowd. Men’s and women’s 
dressing rooms are accessible by separate 
stairs leading directly from the entrance 
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hall down. The dressing rooms have 
been arranged on the principle of indi- 
vidual, full-height lockers for the 


bathers—about three lockers to one dress. 


ing box. The ablution rooms have been 
arranged in such a manner that the 
bathers, before entering the bath, must 
pass a foot bath, but without having to 
walk along all the showers, and returnin 
from the bath can enter the dressing room 
without passing through the foot bath 
and therefore preventing unnecessary 
moistening of the dressing room floors. 

Men’s and women’s dressing rooms and 
lavatories are provided with natural light 
and ventilation by means of continuous 
pavement lights and bulkhead windows in 
the plinth of the outside walls. 

THE EpucationaL Bato.—The diving end 
of the pond has been placed near Broad- 
street, because it seems desirable to have 
the wide bath surround, required for the 
diving stage, at the entrance from the 
dressing rooms. A spectators’ gallery has 
been added to the educational bath to 
serve on special occasions. The men’s and 
women’s dressing rooms, with ablution 
rooms and lavatories, have been designed 
according to the same principle as out- 
lined for the dressing rooms of the large 
bath. The men’s dressing room has been 
provided with natural light and ventila- 
tion by means of pavement lights and 
bulkhead windows; the women’s dressing 
room and lavatory receives natural light 
and ventilation from an area of 100 sq. ft. 
and only two floors high. 

Cius Rooms.—The club rooms have been 
placed in the block defined by the educa- 
tional bath; the women’s club rooms on 
the ground, first and second floors, and 
the men’s club rooms on the third and 
fourth floors. 

Orrices.—For an efficient and economical 
control of the establishment, the engi- 
neer’s and clerk’s offices have been placed 
on the ground floor, adjoining the en- 
trance hall. 

Tue Service Prant.—The boiler house, 
filtration, water-softening and air-con- 
ditioning plant have been placed opposite 
the entrance hall at the far end. The air- 
conditioning plant is connected with the 
fresh-air intake by means of a horizontal 
duct of about 5 ft. height. Coal bunkers 
with coal plates have been provided under- 
neath the pavement of Endell-street. The 
boiler house has a separate stair and lift 
for the removal of ashes on Endell-street. 
A workshop has been provided for doing 
minor repairs. 

Starr Rooms with Lavatories.—A male 
staff room with lavatory has been placed 
on the ground floor, adjoining the stair 
to the basement, and a female staff room 
with lavatory on the same place of the 
first floor. This location of the staff rooms 
makes it possible for them to be used by 
the staff of the existing slipper baths. 

Encrineer’s Fiat.—The engineer’s flat 
has been replanned according to. the 
schedule of accommodation, but remains 
at its present location. 

The elevation of the existing building 
on Endell-street has not been changed, 
except for the substitution of one set of 
doors by three windows, and the addition 
of two windows, one on the first and one 
on the second floor, in connection with 
alterations inside.

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NATIONAL HOUSE-BUILDERS’ 
REGISTRATION COUNCIL. 


THE INAUGURATION. OF THE SCHEME. 


A toncueon was held at the Langham 
Hotel on January 14, in connection with 
+he scheme for improving the standard of 
house-building, which is to be adminis- 
tered by the National House-Builders’ 
Registration Council. The scope of the 
scheme was fully outlined in our last 
jssue, but in essence it provides for the 

istration of house-builders who under- 
take to build to a minimum specification, 
and the inspection and certification of the 
houses so built. 

The Chairman at the lunch was Mr. G. 
H. Parker (President of the National 
Federation of Building Trades Em- 
ployers), and among those who accepted 
invitations were the Earl of Dudley 
{Honorary President of the National 
House-Builders’ Registration Council) ; 
Jord Askwith, K.C.B., K.C. (Honorary 
Vice-President, National House-Builders’ 
Registration Council); the Rt. Hon. Sir 
Kingsley Wood, P.C. (Minister of 
Health); Sir Harold Bellman (Honorary 
Vice-President, National House-Builders’ 
Registration Council) ; Mr. Percy Thomas, 
P.R.I.B.A.; Mr. George Hicks, M.P.; Mr. 
Stanley C. Ramsey, F.R.I.B.A. (Vice- 
Chairman, National House-Builders’ Re- 
gistration Council); Alderman H. E. Pitt, 
J.P.; Mr. Richard Coppock; Mr. John 
Laing, Mr. Andrew Stewart, C.B.; 
Sir Jonah Walker-Smith, M.P.; Mr. 
Norman Walls, Mr. I. Ernest Jones, Mr. 
€. H. J. Aldworth, and Mr. Gilbert 
Armitage, B.A. (Secretary of the Council). 

The chairman stated that in recent 
years there had been complaints from 
various quarters that many houses were 
built which were constructionally unsatis- 
factory, and that these had been sold to 
an unsuspecting and unprotected public. 
Thereby a mean fraud had been. perpe- 
trated upon the unfortunate purchaser, 
and the house-building industry had to 
that extent been brought into ill-repute. 
The National Federation had made in- 
vestigations and found that there was 
’ much justification for the criticism and 
complaint. It was concluded, as_ the 
problem which had to be tackled was that 
‘of “jerry-building,’ that ways and 
means must be devised by which a hall- 
mark could be put upon sound construc- 
tion and be withheld from unsound con- 
struction, thus affording to the public 
authoritative guidance as to the quality of 
houses offered for sale. 

The speaker then outlined the scheme, 
in which, he said, ‘all may co-operate 
on equal terms. There is no question of 

profits, dividends or financial rewards. 
The constitution of the organisation which 
will administer this scheme is that of a 
non-profit making company permitted to 
function with limited liability, and at the 
same time to omit the word “ limited ” 
from its title. For the promotion of such 
a body the Board of Trade have given 
their licence under Section 18 of the 
Companies’ Act, 1929. He would sum- 
Martise the objects of this scheme as 
follows:—(1) To protect purchasers of 
‘dwelling-houses from exploitation and 
from becoming the unfortunate owners of 
Jetry-built houses; (2) to prevent private 
“nterprise in the building industry from 

brought into ill-repute; (3) to pro- 
Teputable house-builders against the 
tr competition of the less scrupu- 
; and (4) to raise the status of the 


house-building industry and the prestige 
of the reputable house-builder. 


The Minister of Health’s Speech. 

Sir Kingsley Wood, the Minister -of 
Health, said the housing achievements of 
this country since the War had been un- 
exampled. Private enterprise had 
played a great part, and out of some 
3,150,000 houses built since the Armistice 
2,250,000 had been built by private enter- 
prise, and over 1,800,000 of them without 
any form of State assistance. Quality as 
well as quantity must be the aim in all 
house-building. He knew it was the de- 
sire of the great majority of the building 
industry that the days of’ the jerry- 


- builder should be numbered. The aim of 


all engaged in housing production must 
be to produce at a reasonable cost houses 
not only of pleasing appearance and of 
satisfactory accommodation, but above all, 
and essentially of sound construction. He 
welcomed the attempt the building in- 
dustry was now making to safeguard the 
interests of the public, and he sincerely 
hoped. and believed that they would be 
successful in their effort to render a 
necessary and useful service. 

Sir Harold Bellman said that during 


‘recent years the nation had invested about 


£150,000,000 per annum in new houses. A 
proportion of the houses built, however, 
had left much to be desired, alike in 
structural soundness and amenities. 
For some years there had been many 
proposals that there should be some form 
of control in regard to quality. The 
scheme which had been announced that 
day had the merit of being practical, and 
for that reason had received a volume of 
co-operative support sufficient to promise 
success. It had the additional merit of 
being timely. House-building by private 
enterprise was still active, even if in the 
near future. it might be below the peak 
levels of recent days. : 


The Financial Value of Design. 

Mr. Stanley Ramsey, F.R.I.B.A., said 
that the first task the new Council had 
undertaken had been the production of a 
model specification, which prescribed cer- 
tain minimum standards of construction, 
and it was hoped that the specification, 
which he ventured to suggest was 
moderate and fair, would be generally 
accepted by the house-building section of 
the building industry. Such a general 
acceptance would go far to restore the 
confidence of the house-purchasing public. 

“T feel it is right that the builders 
should have, in the first place, addressed 
themselves to this question of structure 
which is their main concern. I would, 
however,” declared the speaker, “ like to 
point out that structure is not the only 
elément in a good house. The Royal 
Institute of British Architects, whose re- 
presentative I am on the new Council, 
has for many years been concerned with 
this question of improved standards, and 
through the Panels of architects set up 
throughout the country, architects have 
in a quiet, unostentatious manner per- 
formed an unpaid public service to local 
authorities on the question of design. But 
external appearance and structure still 
leave out certain considerations which are 
necessary to obtain good houses. When 
the modern architect uses the word ‘ de- 
sign,’ he does, I suggest, mean something 
more than external appearance or strtic- 
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ture. A house may be well built, it may 
have a pleasing appearance, and yet it 
may fail to be a * good’ house because of 
defects of planning, either in the, unit of 
the house itself or, as related to adjoin- 
ing houses or, to the countryside. It is, 
however, gratifying to observe, what per- 
haps the public does not realise, namely, 
the great improvement in house design, 
and I am now speaking of houses erected 
for sale during the last decade. When I 
was first associated with the Building 
Society movement some ten years ago, 
judging from my own experience I should 
say that not more than 5 per cent. of the 
plans then submitted would pass even a 
low standard of architectural design. 
To-day, I should say 20 per cent. would 
be much nearer the figure. This, however, 
leaves still a large margin for improve- 
ment.”’ 

The question of good design, continued 
the speaker, had its financial aspect. 
Some few years ago at one of the Building 
Society conferences, when Sir Raymond 
Unwin—who had done so much to im- 
prove house-building in this country— 
gave a paper on this subject, he (the 
speaker) ventured to point out that 
houses in the Hampstead Garden Suburb 
built under fairly stringent conditions 
affecting structure, design and layout, 
had, during the slump that followed our 
departure from the gold standard, been 
very little affected; in the worst cases 
there had been a depreciation of not 
more than 5 per cent. of the pre-slump 
selling price, and in-some cases their 
value actually appreciated—whilst similar 
properties, i.¢e., as regarded size and cost 
in the surrounding localities had de- 
preciated anything from 15 per cent. to 
20 per cent. That was one fact not with- 
out interest to the house-purchasing pub- 
lic and the building industry. 

Mr. Geo. Hicks, M.P., said that the 
scheme was, in his opinion, the first step 
towards freeing the building industry from 
the incubus of the jerry-builder—from 
which it had particularly suffered during 
recent years—and rescuing the good name 
of the industry from the shame and 
calumny brought upon it by his mal- 
practices. ‘‘ What makes me enthusiasti- 
cally anxious for the establishment of 
such a trade-mark for building work well 
and truly done,” declared the speaker, 
‘is that I am a representative of the 
Building Trades Operatives—who now 
number more than a million in this 
country. I think I am justified in claim- 
ing that our workers, both skilled and un- 
skilled, much prefer to do good work 
rather than scamped and shoddy work. 
Our building craftsmen—and there are 
none better in the world—are jealous of 
their crafts. It is a prostitution of their 
skill and ability, and a lowering of their 
capacity and dignity, to make them use 
inferior materials and to produce shoddy 
work. They loathe being compelled, as 
they often are compelled, to erect build- 
ings which bring discredit upon the build- 
ing industry. The unscrupulous persons 
against whom this Registration is aimed 
are the worst employers. They exploit 
the operatives to: the utmost; and their 
disregard of building standards is only 
equalled by their disregard of wage rates, 
working hours and working conditions 
and safety regulations.” 

A model specification, concluded the 
speaker, for every house erected—for 
every building erected—was essential in 
the interests of the building firms who 
were expected to produce good buildings; 
in the interests of the operatives, in the 
interests of the purchasers, and in the 
interests: of the public generally. 
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Synopses of Opinion. 

From the messages which have been 
received concerning the scheme we take 
the following extracts :— 

Mr. Percy Thomas, P.R.I.B.A.: When 
the Council of the R.I.B.A. were _ first 
approached as to whether they would co- 
operate in such a movement their reply 
was unhesitating, and they immediately 
appointed three representatives to serve 
on the National House-Builders’ Regis- 
tration Council set up by the National 
Federation of Building Trades Employers, 
to whom the credit of originating this 
scheme is due. Such a body as this, re- 
presenting so many different aspects of 
building, under the chairmanship of Sir 
Raymond Unwin, must command public 
confidence. 

Mr. E. C. Harris, F.S.I.: Wherever a 
quantity surveyor is so employed he must 
welcome the production of a Standard 
Specification and particularly will his 
duty be simplified by the knowledge that 
the premises have been built to. conform 
with the proposals of the Registration 
Scheme. . . . The scheme, therefore, must 
be considered a step forward and a very 
great contribution to the aim of supplying 
a warranty with the product to be pur- 
chased. 

Mr. G. H. Jack, M.Inst.C.E., F.R.I.B.A. 
(Panel Secretary, Central Panels Com- 
mittee, the Council for the Preservation of 
Rural England): I make no complaint 
against a builder for endeavouring to 
secure a good price—this is quite legiti- 
mate, but in cases where the price paid 
does not secure a sound investment, then 
it is high time that some organisation 
should exist to protect the unwary and 
to support those who wish to give full 
value for money. .. . It is good to hear 
that the National Federation of Building 
Trades Employers has produced a scheme 
by which prospective house purchasers 
ean be assured that they will secure what 
they pay for. . . . Not only will purchasers 
benefit, but bond-fide builders also. It 
will enable them te combat unfair com- 
petition and will secure for them a fair 
reward for their labours. 

Dr. J. Greenwood Wilson, M.D. (Lond.), 
F.R.C.P., D.P.H., Medical Officer of 
Health, Cardiff: Any attempt to eradicate 
jerry-building must claim the sympathy of 
all doctors. They see in their daily work 
the ill-effects upon health that may be 
caused by unsound methods of house con- 
struction. . . . It is earnestly to be hoped 
that the “‘ registered ’’ house-builder will 
speedily gain and justify the same general 
measure of public confidence as that 
which is customarily enjoyed by the 
“ registered ” medical practitioners. 

Mr. John Laing: It should be noted that 
although initiated by the National Federa- 
tion, the benefits of the scheme are avail- 
able to all. . . . It will be found that the 
specification will not, in most cases, in- 
crease the price of the house at all. In 
the other cases it will certainly not in- 
crease the price moré than 1 per cent. It 
is the experience of many indusfries where 
a standard specification has been adopted 
and a high standard of quality set, that 
there has been no increase in cost at all, 
but it has had the effect of stimulating 
those concerned, including owners, 
managers, staff, and workmen in an 
earnest desire to produce quality and 
avoid careless and uncraftsmanlike work. 
Efficiency is thereby increased and self- 
respect maintained without increased cost.

Damp Trouble in House.

Waterproofing liquids 
or solutions, if correctly applied, are effec 
tive for a time, but they are not permanent.

AuruoucH the building contractor is 
pound to prove that the architect had the 
power to order ‘‘ extras ’”’ before he can 
recover payment for them from the em- 
ployer and must obey all reasonable 
directions or instructions given to him 
py the architect, he is not, however, bound 
to carry out additional work or “‘ extras *’ 
unless they are works contemplated by 
the contract and ordered in the manner 
prescribed by the contract. But if under 
the contract the architect’s certificate is 
fnal and conclusive the employer cannot 
avoid meeting the certificate by alleging 
that “extras ’’ had been allowed for in 
the certificate, which, in fact, had not 
peen carried out, or that they had been 
improperly done or had been ordered in a 
manner not prescribed by the contract. 
The final and conclusive certificate must 
go far enough to include all questions re- 
garding payment for “ extras,” otherwise 
either of the parties to the contract can 
claim or resist payment for “‘ extras” as 
the case may be. It follows that when 
the final and conclusive certificate of the 
architect is a condition precedent to pay- 
ment, the contractor cannot recover pay- 
ment for “‘ extras ’’ unless they are either 
included in the certificate or the contract 
provides for review by arbitration of all 
questions regarding “ extras ’”’ and pay- 
ment for them. Once the ‘‘ extras” are 
included in the final certificate it is under- 
stood that the building contractor has per- 
formed all obligations in respect to them, 
and that he must be paid for them 
whether the work done, and for which 
“extras” are claimed, has been properly 


‘or badly done. 


The only way in which the conclusive- 
ness of the architect’s certificate can be 
avoided by the employer is by providing 
in the contract either that no certificate 
or approval of the architect shall preju- 


dice any right of the employer against’ 


the contractor, or that the final certificate 
of the architect is made reviewable by 
arbitration. In Robins v. Goddard (1905), 
1, K.B. 294 (a case which was determined 
on the 1909 Form of Building Contract), 
the contract provided that “ no certificate 
of the architect shall be considered con- 
clusive evidence as to the sufficiency of 
any work or materials to which if relates, 
nor shal] it relieve the contractor from 
the liability to make good all defects as 
provided by this agreement. . . .” The 


contractor brought this action to recover — 


sums due on certificates issued by the 
architect. It was held that the arbitration 
clause (of the 1909 Form of Building Con- 
tract and now the alternative clause (B) of 
1931 Form of Building Contract) 
destroyed the finality of the certificate, 
and that the employer—having counter- 
claimed that the work done and materials 
supplied were defective and improper, and 
not in accordance with the terms of the 
contract—was entitled to set up that 
ot. It was held, therefore, 
ee the certificate of the architect was 
ect to review by the arbitrator, and 
“ € could open it up and revise it, 
and in that respect it was not final nor a 
condition precedent to payment.

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LEEDS SLUM CLEARANCE 


THE suspension, so far as new contracts 
are concerned, of the Leeds £14,000,000 slum- 
clearance scheme has resulted in a £1,000 
challenge being issued by Mr. R. G. Tarran, 
managing director of Tarran Industries, Ltd., 
of Hull. The Leeds Corporation recently 
decided not to invite any further tenders in 
connection with the scheme until contractors 
were prepared to reduce their quotations. 
Alderman H. A. Blackah, chairman of the 
Leeds Housing Committee, has since suggested 
that building firms are not giving value for 
money and that recent tenders have not been 
sufficiently competitive. 

In inviting either the Leeds Corporation, 
Alderman Blackah or the Ministry of Health 
to prove that recent tenders have not been 
competitive, Mr. Tarran states that he will 
give £1,000 to any church or charitable 
organisation named by Alderman Blackah if 
they can do so. ‘‘I have thrown out my 
challenge,’’ says Mr. Tarran, “‘in the hope 
that. the Leeds Corporation, evidently backed 
by the Ministry of Health, will come out into 
The suggestions that have been 
made are regarded by Mr. Tarran as unfair 
to the building trade.

BUILDING LAWS AND REGULATIONS —IV 


By B. PRICE DAVIES, F.S.I., 
(Author of “Estimating for Buildings and Public Works,” etc.) 


CESSPOOLS, SEPTIC TANKS AND 
INTERCEPTING CHAMBERS. 


Havine dealt with water supplies and 
sanitary conveniences, it is as well to 
dispose of cesspools, septic tanks and 
intercepting chambers before dealing with 
the more far-reaching problems of water- 
courses, sewers and drains. The Public 
Health Act of 1936 becomes the basic law 
on these matters, and in consequence we 
have to take its sections for primary 
consideration. 


Section 48, which includes a reference 
to the possibility of a cesspool being in a 
condition prejudicial to health, has been 
quoted in connection with sanitary con- 
veniences. 


Section 50 deals with overflowing cess- 
pools, and is partly quoted as follows :— 


“50 (1). If the contents of any cess- 
pool soak therefrom or overflow, the 
local authority may by notice require 
the person by whose act, default or 
sufferance the soakage or overflow 
occurred or continued, to execute such 
wor's, or to take such steps y 
periodically emptying the cesspool or 
otherwise, as may be necessary for pre- 
venting the soakage or overflow. 


“* Provided that this sub-section shall 
not apply in relation to the effluent 
from a properly constructed tank for 
the reception and treatment of sewage, 
if that effluent is of such a character, 
and is so conveyed away and disposed 
of, as not to be prejudicial to health or 
a nuisance.” 


This section is a distinct discourage- 
ment to the construction of cesspools. 
Even where some form of sewage treat- 
ment takes place, as in a septic tank, the 
effluent must not be a source of trouble. 


In dealing with cesspools in connection 
with building by-laws in a previous 
series of articles, the writer pointed out 
the impracticability of cesspool accommo- 
dation as a rule. Under this new law, it 
may be a matter of contention as to 
whether (or when) the local authority is 
responsible for emptying the cesspool. 
In the past, once in a period of three 
months was considered reasonable 





removal on the part of the local 
authority. Figures 105-108 (December 27, 
1935) indicate forms of small cesspools 
and septic tanks. 


We now come to the provision of 
intercepting chambers for intercepting 
undesirable solids or liquids from passing 
into a stream or sewer. The most com- 
mon form of modern building requiring 
this kind of interception is the commer- 
cial garage. From these buildings, filth 
and grit from washed cars, grease and 
petrol need to be intercepted from reach- 
ing a stream. (Petrol should have no 
connection with a sewer, as will be seen 
later.) A special type of trapped gulley 
with removable sediment box will aid 
this interception, but the installation of 
this fitting is by no means sufficient. 


Section 69 of the Public Health Act of 
1875, which is now repealed by the Public 
Health Act of 1936, gives the local 
authority power to prevent the pollution 
of streams, and this will be dealt with 
more fully in the next part of this series 
of articles. Section 41 of the Public 
Health Act of 1925 definitely prohibits 
the entry into any sewer or drain com- 
municating with a sewer, of any petrol or 
carbide of calcium. This section was 
fully quoted in connection with the 
articles dealing with garages, but it is 
now repealed by the Public Health Act 
of 1936. 


A form of intercepting chamber advo- 
cated for a garage or for factories with 
similar problems is indicated by means of 
the longitudinal section shown in Figure 
117. The size will depend upon the 
requirements. Care should be taken to 
keep the mouth of the inlet flow pipe 
clear of the water level of the intercept- 
ing chamber, and a slight fall along the 
outlets of the cranked flows would facili- 
tate action. Sedimentation in all the 
flow pipes is an evil to be avoided. The 
interception of grit and grease is essen- 
tial, and provision for their periodical 
removal has to be arranged for in the 
construction. The petrol evaporates, 
which accounts for the ventilation neces- 
sary. Two vent shafts taken above roof 
level would facilitate movement of air 
currents better than one. 
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WATERCOURSES, SEWERS AND DRAINS 

Watercourses. : 

Section 69 of the Public Health Ag of 

1875 has been referred to previously and 

as it is not scheduled for repeal, i is 
quoted as follows :— 


“69. Any local authority, with the 
sanction of the Attorney-General may 
either in their own name or in the name 
of any other person, with the congen 
of such person, take such proceedings 
by indictment bill in Chancery action 
or otherwise as they may deem adyig. 
able for the purpose of protecting any 
watercourse within their jurisdiction 
from pollutions arising from sewage 
either within or without their district. 
and the costs of and incidental to any 
such proceedings, including any costs 
that may be awarded to the defendant, 
shall be deemed to be expenses pro. 
perly incurred by such authority in the 
execution of this Act.” 


The pollution is that from sewage, and 
this has bearing upon cesspool overflows, 
and upon other flows from various forms 
of sewage disposal. The Rivers Pollution 
Prevention Act of 1876 deals with the sub- 
ject as well, and in view of the lengthy 
nature of the sections, the following sun- 
marised notes are made :— 


Section 2 prohibits the putting of solid 
matter into a stream which may inter 
fere with its flow or cause its pollution, 
Section 3 prohibits the drainage of either 
solid or liquid sewage matter into streams. 
Section 4 prohibits the flow of poisonous, 
noxious or polluting liquids from fae- 
tories into streams, and Section 5 is simi- 
lar for such liquids and solids from mines. 
Section 7 deals with the powers of local 
authorities to give sewerage facilities to 
manufacturers for taking liquids from 
factories into sewers, provided that the 
liquids are not detrimental to the sewers, 
and to the sewage disposal methods of 
the local authority; it is also necessary 
that the sewers are sufficient to accom- 
modate such liquids. This section has 
been quoted previously in connection 
with factories, but it is now repealed by 
the Public Health Act of 1936. The Rivers 
Pollution Prevention Act of 1893 has 4 
bearing upon the interpretation of Sec 
tion 3 of the former Act. 

The powers of a County Council in this 
matter are referred to in Section 14 of 
The Local Government (England and 
Wales) Act of 1888, which gives a County 
Council powers under the Rivers Pollu- 
tion Prevention Act of 1876. Section $ 
of the Alkali, etc., Works Regulation Act 
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of 1906 has further reference to the matter 
of river or watercourses pollution. 

Part XI of the Public Health Act of 
1936 deals specifically with watercourses, 
ditches, ponds, etc. 

Section 259 defines what can be termed 
“statutory nuisances ” in connection with 
these matters, and Section 260 gives the 
parish council or local authority power to 
execute various works in connection with 
ponds, ditches, etc., with a view of keep- 
ing them in a sanitary condition. 

Section 261 deals with the cleansing of 


offensive ditches lying near to, or form-.- 


ing the boundary of, a district. 

Section 262 deals with the power of 
local authorities to have watercourses and 
ditches culverted or otherwise im- 
proved by an owner of land if he is de- 
veloping the land for building. It is 
highly important in connection with 
estate development, and the Section is 
partly quoted thus :— 


“962. (1) If a local authority consider 
that any watercourse or ditch, situate 
upon land laid out for building, or on 
which any land laid out for building 
abuts, should be wholly or partially 
filled up or covered over, they may by 
notice require the owner of the land 
laid out for building, before any build- 
ing operations-are begun or while any 
such operations are in progress, wholly 
or partially to fill up the watercourse 
or ditch or to substitute therefor a 
pipe, drain or culvert with all necessary 
gullies and other means of conveying 
surface water into and through it. 


* (3) Any person who, on any land to 
which a notice given by a local 
authority under this section applies, 
begins or proceeds with any building 
operations before executing the works 
required by the notice, shall be liable to 
a fine not exceeding five pounds, and 
to a further fine not exceeding forty 
shillings for each day on which the 
offence continues after conviction 
therefor. 


* (4) Nothing in this section shall em- 
power an authority to require the 
execution of works upon the land of 
any person other than the owner of the 
land laid out for building, without the 
consent of that person, or prejudicially 
to affect the rights of any person not 
being the owner of the land so laid out.” 


The next section refers to adequate 
culverting, etc., of watercourses and 
ditches. Inadequate culverting, both 
from the standpoint of capacity and that 
of strength, is a matter of serious trouble 
to local authorities.. Many flood troubles 
are traceable to this cause. Section 263 
is therefore important to those who are 
concerned with the culverting of water- 
>a and ditches. It is partly quoted 

us :— 


“263. (1) It shall not be lawful within 
a borough or urban district, or a rural 
district or contributory place in which 
Section 52 of the Public Health Act. 
1925, was in force immediately before 
the commencement of this Act, to 
culvert or cover any stream or water- 
course except in accordance with plans 
and sections to be submitted to and 
approved by the local authority, but 
such approval shall not be withheld un- 
reasonably and, if the authority, within 
six weeks after plans and sections have 
been submitted to them, fail to notify 
their determination to the person by 
whom the plans and sections were sub- 
‘Mitted, they shall be deemed to have 
‘approved them. 


“ (8) A local authority shall not, as a 
condition of approving plans or sections 
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~ under this section, require an owner to 
receive upon his land, or to make 
provision for the passage of, a greater 
quantity of water than he is otherwise 
obliged to receive or to permit to pass, 
and, if the owner at the request of the 
authority makes provision for the 
passage of a larger quantity of water 


than he is obliged to permit to pass © 


at the time of the commencement of 

any work under this. section, any addi- 

tional cost reasonably incurred by him 
in complying with the request of the 
authority shall be borne by them.” 

Sections 264, 265 and 266 give the local 
authority power to have culverts repaired, 
maintained and cleansed. 

This Part XI of the Public Health Act 
of 1936 brings about the repeal of Part V 
of the Public Health Act of 1925, which 
dealt with the same subject.

ALLEGED OBSTRUCTION OF ANCIENT 
LIGHTS. QUESTION OF LAW UNDER 
ome 3 OF THE PRESCRIPTION ACT, 


Willoughby v. Eckstein. 

In this pending action the plaintiff, Mrs. 
Antoinette Willoughby, lessee of premises 
No. 13, Balfour-mews, Aldford-street, Park- 
lane, London, W., claims against the 
defendant, Sir Bernard Eckstein, Bart., an 
injunction to restrain the alleged interference 
with ancient lights in plaintiff’s premises. 
The defendant was the lessee of No. 15, 
Balfour-mews, which faced the plaintiff's 
premises, and who claimed a right under 
Section 3 of the Prescription Act, 1832, to the 
access of light to the windows as it was 
enjoyed prior to the alterations of the 
defendant’s building. 

It appeared that the Duke of Westminster 
was the ground landlord of both the properties. 
Prior to December 3, 1934, the defendant 
occupied his premises under a lease dated 
December 25, 1897, which-lease he surrendered 
to the Duke on December 3, 1934, the Duke 
granting him a new lease of the property on 
December 4, 1934. In January, 1934, the 
defendant began to rebuild his premises and 
raised the height of the building, with the 
result that certain of the plaintiff's windows 
were obstructed and of which she complained. 
The alterations were completed prior to 
December 3, 1934, and before the surrender 
of the lease, and the building was inspected 
on behalf of the Duke of Westminster by his 
surveyor. 

The present question was whether the access 
to light to the windows of the plaintiff's 
premises had been enjoyed by a consent or 
agreement expressly made or given for that 
purpose by deed or writing within the mean- 
ing of Section 3 of the Act of 1832. 

Mr. Gavin Simonds, K.C., and Mr. F. A. 
Suttill appeared for the defendant, and Mr. 
Roxburgh, K.C., and Mr. L. W. Byrne for 
the plaintiff. sas 

Mr. Simonds contended that the plaintiff's 
access to light had been enjoyed by consent 
or agreement expressly made or given, and if 
that was so there was an end to her claim to 
a prescriptive right. 

r. Roxburgh, on the other hand, argued 
that the plaintiff’s rights to light were 
statutory. Dee ie : 

His Lordship, in giving judgment, said he 
was of opinion that there was an agreement 
between the lessor and lessee that the lessee 
should have no absolute right of light under 
the lease and that any enjoyment of light in 
respect of the premises was to be permissive 
only throughout the whole of the term. He 
accordingly held that there was a sufficient 
agreement or consent in writing relating to 
the enjoyment of light in respect of No. 13. 
Balfour-mews, to satisfy the requirements of 
the proviso in Section 3 of the Prescription 
Act, 1832, and to prevent the acquisition by 


Mrs. Willoughly, the plaintiff, of 
statutory right to light under that sectioll, 
Order accordingly.

DEMOLITION OF WATERLOO BRIDGE. 
Taylor v. Sir- William Arrol and Co., Ltd. 
oo case —_ bo the Court on a pre- 
minary question aw ordered to be tri 
Boy Master in Chambers. ye Pes: 
e action was brought by Mrs. Flor 
Taylor, of 49, Old-road, (astins-on den enae. 
against Sir William Arrol and Co., Ltd., the 
contractors, of 13, Victoria-street, London 
S.W., to recover under the Fatal Accidents 
Acts, 1846 to 1908, damages in respect of the 
death of her husband, William Nicholson 

Taylor, in August, 1935. 
On August 16 Taylor was employed by the 


- defendants upon the demolition of Waterloo 


Bridge, and when lifting a block of ston 
portion of it broke off, caning Taylor to fall 
upon the river bed, and he afterwards died 
from the injuries he sustained. 

His widow’s case was that the defendants 
as the contractors, had been negligent in fail- 
ing to provide any proper fencing along the 
side and/or at the end of the temporary steel 
arch immediately above which the deceased 
man was working; and in failing to 
take any reasonable precautions to prevent 
his falling. The plaintiff alleged that her 
husband’s trade was that of a pneumatic tool 
operator, and that his average earnings were 
over £3 a week. 

The defendants by their defence denied that 
they had been guilty of any negligence and 
pleaded that the accident was contributed to, 
or -caused, by the negligence of a fellow- 
servant in the course of a common employ- 
ment with the defendants, and therefore they 
were not liable in the action. Defendants 
further pleaded that the deceased man was a 
demolition labourer by trade and, well know- 
ing and appreciating the risk that in that work 
a portion of the stone-might break off, he 
nevertheless had accepted and encountered the 
risk and danger. In the alternative the 
defendants said that by an application filed in 
the Southwark County Court, dated Novem- 
ber 29, 1935, the infant children of the 
deceased man, by their next friend, had 
applied for compensation to them under the 
provisions of the Workmen’s Compensation 
Act, 1925, as the dependants of the deceased, 
and that the plaintiff in the present action 
attended at the County Court and was made 
a party to the proceedings in the County 
Court. In these circumstances the defendants 
contended that the present action was barred 
and was not maintainable by the widow by 
virtue of the provisions of the Act. 

The preliminary question of law now 
directed to be argued and decided was 
whether or no the widow’s action in the 
circumstances was maintainable. 

After hearing arguments by Mr. G. G. 
Baker for the widow, and Mr. J. A. Pugh for 
the defendants, his lordship decided the pre- 
liminary point in favour of the widow, viz., 
that her action was not barred and should 
proceed. 


Need for More Nursery Schools. 

Sveaking before the Nursery School Asso- 
ciation at University College, London, Dr. 
G. F. McCleary, former senior medical officer 
of the Ministry of Health, urged the vital 
need for better provision for the pre-school 
child, especially through the medium of ex- 
tended nursery school provision. ‘‘ Accord- 
ing to the last annual report of the Board of 
Education,” he said, ‘‘ the number of nursery 
schools in England and Wales was 78, with a 
total accommodation for only 6,000.” He 
regarded those figures as a reproach to the 
nation.. The best way to get more nursery 
schools, he said, was for men and women of 
good will to stir up the local authorities to 
provide them. That, he thought, was much 
better than agitating for the setting up of 
another Government Department. 
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THE BUILDING RESEARCH STATION 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 


Tue following abstracts of inquiries* repre- 
sent a number of those recently submitted to 
the Building Research Station. The informa- 
tion given in the replies quoted is based on 
available knowledge. It has to be borne in 
mind that further scientific investigations may 
in the course of time indicate directions in 
which the replies might be supplemented or 
modified. Moreover, the replies relate to the 
specific subject of each inquiry, and are not 
necessarily suitable for general application to 
all similar problems. 


Damp Penetration of Faience. 

An architect stated that in erecting a large 
building on a very exposed coastal site he 
had used faience as an external facing, con- 
. sidering that a material of this nature would 
prove immune from damp penetration. How- 
ever, damp had appeared on the inner faces 
of some of the walls during the first winter 
after completion and the penetration had 
steadily become worse and was spreading, the 
upper stories being most affected. At the 
architect’s request an inspection of the build- 
ing was made. The walls were of solid con- 
struction, consisting of faience backed with 
brickwork. The roof was of asphalt on con- 
crete, surrounded by a solid parapet wall with 
a correctly positioned asphalt damp-proof 
course. The roof was in perfect condition. 
An examination of the faience revealed that 
many vertical cement joints had cracked, and 
in some cases opened to the extent of 4 in. 
The open joints occurred in the top stories 
only. 

~ ag eee has penetrated open ver- 
tical joints in the faience and saturated the 
brick backing. Rich cement mortar is always 
liable to shrinkage, and consequently fine 
cracks may develop between the jointing and 
the building units when such mortars are 
used. However, mortar shrinkage cannot be 
considered to have been responsible for the 
larger cracks. It is thought that these may 
have been occasioned by. differential thermal 
movements. The impermeable nature of the 
facing would cause a considerable flow of 
water on the wall face and so render it 
possible for a large quantity of water to enter 
any cracks at the joints. 

As a remedial measure it was suggested that 
the joints should be repointed with a bitu- 
‘minous mastic which would be waterproof, 
and would be sufficiently mobile to ‘‘ follow- 
up ’’ any subsequent movement without frac- 
ture. The architect reported difficulty in 
getting the mastic to stick to the sides of the 
joints, but overcame the difficulty by priming 
the joints with varnish. Subsequently it was 
‘learned that the treatment had proved entirely 
-successful. Taking advantage of the experi- 
ence gained, the following procedure was 
‘recommended in a subsequent similar case :-— 

Rake out to a depth of 4 in., making sure 
‘that the sides of the joints are perfectly clean, 
paint the sides of the joints with “‘ outside 
-guality ’’ copal varnish, to which a little gold 
size has been added, and, when this becomes 
“* tacky,’’ point the joints with a bitumen 
mastic. Stains on the faience arising from 
‘this treatment may be removed by a rag 
-soaked in benzine. 

It should be mentioned that in cases of this 
-sort, after the repair has been made, there 
may be a large quantity of moisture present 
in the walls and, owing to the impermeable 
‘nature of the facing, this must necessarily dry 
-out internally. This may be a lengthy process, 
and the beneficial results of the sugg 
treatment may not, therefore, be apparent for 
-some time. 


Timber for Sawn Boards in Sewage Works. 


An engineer writes: We are anxious to 
-obtain some information regarding a suitable 
timber for use as scum boards, stop planks, 
-etc., for sewage works which will be exposed

alternately to wet and dry conditions. The 
chief requirements are reasonable cost, free- 
dom from warping and durability. We should 


‘be very grateful if you would suggest a timber 


for the work, and also let us have your 
opinion concerning the value of creosoting 
(either applied to the surface or under 
pressure) for this particular case. 

Repty (furnished by the Forest. Products 
Research Laboratory, Princes Risborough, 
Aylesbury, Bucks).—Timbers which possess 
sufficient natural durability for this purpose 
are not cheap, and we recommend the use of 
pressure-creosoted timber. Either Scots pine 
or Baltic redwood could be used and, properly 
creosoted, should last longer than any other 


“species used in an untreated state. Brush 


treatment with creosote is of practically no 
value under such conditions, and the timber 
should be pressure-impregnated by the “ full 
cell ’’ process, so as to receive an absorption 
of not less than 12]b. per cubic foot, and 
complete impregnation of all sapwood. Warp- 
ing depends largely on the quality of the 
timber and can be minimised by the selection 
of straight-grained material reasonably free 
from knots. The presence of sapwood, pro- 
vided that it is sound, is no disadvantage if 
the timber is to be pressure-creosoted. 


Brickwork in Frosty Weather. 

A builder inquired regarding the damage 
likely to be caused to brickwork erected 
during frosty weather. The completion of 
the building on which he was engaged was a 
matter of urgency, and he wished to know by 
what means he could avoid interruption of the 
work. It had been suggested to him that 
certain chemicals mixed with the mortar might 
be effective. 

Repty.—Bricklaying during frost cannot be 
regarded as advisable under any circum- 
stances. It is true that a slight frost may 
only injure the surface of the joints, but severe 
frost may cause definite and deep-seated 
injury. Everything depends upon the severity 
of the conditions, and some room must be left 
for individual judgment. 

It is recommended, however, that’ when 
there is a possibility of frost occurring, early 
strength in the mortar should be obtained by 
gauging lime mortars with Portland cement, 
and that during actual frost, bricklaying 
should be discontinued unless special precau- 
tions are adopted to protect the work. 

With regard to the use of chemicals in 
mortar, it is known that the addition of cer- 
tain salts, notably calcium chloride, has the 
effect of lowering the freezing point of water, 
and an admixture of calcium chloride has 
been recommended as a means of preventing 
damage by frost. However, the method 
cannot be recommended. The freezing point 
is only lowered to the extent of a few degrees, 
and the benefit derived is therefore small. 
Moreover, the salt may be a cause of 
efflorescence and, owing to its hygroscopic 
properties, permanent dampness. 

It should be mentioned that the addition of 
Portland cement mortars to mortars contain- 
ing eminently hydraulic limes (e.g., blue lias 
lime) is ill-advised and, when such mortars 
are properly prepared and used, is un- 
necessary. 

Smoky Chimneys and Ventilation. 

An architect asked advice concerning a 
smoky chimney. He stated : When the doors 
and windows are closed, the smoke comes 
into the room, but immediately the door is 
opened, however slightly, the smoke goes up 
the chimney in the.ordinary way and there 
is no intermittent smoking. If the door is 
closed suddenly, a puff of smoke comes right 
into the room and thereafter smoking is con- 
tinuous. Wind seems to have no effect, as 
when the dodrs and windows are closed, 
smoking always occurs, whether a wind is 
blowing or not. The room is almost hermeti- 
cally sealed, the carpet making an almost air- 
tight joint with the door. 
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Repty.—The trouble appears to be yp 
marily due to the absence of ventilation ; 
Under normal conditions, with a fire ing 
in a room, there is an upward current of ane 
drawn from the room, in the flue, and the 
air thus removed is replaced by the heavier 
external air which enters through spaces be. 
tween windows and doors and their frame 
open joints in flooring or ventilators, This 
in its turn is heated and rises in the fine 
and a continuous draught is maintained, Tf 
all the doors and windows are closed tightly 
and no other ventilation is provided, the 
draught may be reduced, stopped, or eyep 
reversed. Sluggish draught and down 
draught are the results of such conditions 
The effect of preventing the entry of the 
external air is similar to cutting off the cold. 
water supply to a domestic boiler, in which 
case the rise of hot water in the “ flow” 
pipe is stopped. It is suggested, therefore, 
that adequate ventilation be provided 
from outside the building to maintain the 
draught of the flue. It would appear prob. 
able that a Yin. by 6in. square metal venti. 
lator fixed in an external wall would admit 
sufficient air for the purpose, and if this 
were inserted near the hearth or near the 
fireplace at ceiling level, the risk of dis. 
comfort from draught would be small, 

It was subsequently learned that a cure 
had been effected by adopting this suggestion. 


THE FACTORY MARKET 


Messrs. CHAMBERLAIN & Witows, of 23, 
Moorgate, E.C.2, write : On the whole, busi- 
ness in the outer suburbs in 1936 has pursued 
a fairly even course throughout the year. 
There is no discernible wane in the demand 
for the ground-floor type of factory and avail- 
able sites, and though offered at greatly en- 
hanced prices to those ruling a few years ago, 
these have heen eagerly bought and developed. 
The increasing scarcity of fend scheduled for 
industrial purposes, however, is beginning to 
effect a radical change in the nature of the 
suburban market. It is now practically im- 
possible to obtain a site of any size upon the 
Great West-road, Kingston By-pass-road,* 
Western-avenue, and similar favoured areas, 
and this applies in lesser degree to other 
arterial roads leading from London. Many 
reputable firms who favoured suburban loca- 
tion were forced to consider the erection and 
purchase of a multi-story building in the 
nearer suburbs, within six miles of the Bank 
of England. With prices so high for suburban 
land, the difference in building cost of the 
multi-story building becomes negligible. 

Labour shortage is another serious drawback 
to the development of land outside the present 
limits of Greater London. As manufacturers 
depart farther from the central orbit, labour 
appears unwilling to follow; the certainty of 
an adequate skilled labour supply is a power- 
ful inducement to stay in the more populous 
areas. However, it should not be construed 
from the foregoing that the outer suburban 
market has been stagnant. This is far from 
the case. 


BUILDING WAGES 

Wages in the building industry, as stated 
in our last issue, will be increased as from 
February 1, by $d. per hour for craftsmen 
(bricklayers, carpenters, plasterers, plumbers, 
painters, slaters and tilers, etc.), and propo® 
tionately for labourers. The n2w rates l 
be 1s. 7d. per hour for craftsmen and 1s. 24d. 
per hour for labourers. This national m- 
crease was decided by the Annual Review | 
Wages at the Statutory Meeting of the 
National Joint Council for the Building 
dustry held on the afternoon of January 14, 
under the chairmanship of Mr. W. E. Collier, 
J.P., and is consequent upon the increase m 
the cost of living during the past twelve 
months, as measured by the official index 
number. The building industry, which el 
ploys more male labour than any other i 
dustry in this country, has (according to the 
Building Industries National  Couneil) 
1,020,000 insured workpeople, of whom 482,000 
are craftsmen, 398,000 labourers, and 140,000 
belong to other occupations, 
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HAMMERSMITH SCHOOL 
OF BUILDING 


Tue annual prize distribution of the L.C.C. 
Hammersmith School of Building and Arts 
and Crafts was held on Monday, January 18, 
at the school in Lime-grove, Shepherd’s Bush. 


Mr. A. H. Moberly, M.A., F.R.I.B.A., 
occupied the chair, and the prizes were dis- 
tributed by Major Leslie Shingleton, O.B.E., 
P.L.M.B.A. After the chairman’s opening re- 
marks, the Principal, Mr. H.-W. Mole, gave 
his report, in which he said the school con- 
tinued to grow, and during the past session 
the enrolments had shown a steady increase 
on those of the previous session. Considering 
that the subjects in the school were. restricted 
to those associated with building and art. 
they would agree that an enrolment of over 
1,200 was no mean achievement. These 1,200 
students were distributed between the junior 
building school, evening building school, 
junior art school, senior art school (day and 
evening). The junior schools (building and 
art) continued to develop. The curriculum 
included general educational subjects in 
addition to technical and practical work. The 
technical subjects included architectural draw- 
ing and drawing office work, bricklaying, 
carpentry and joinery, plumbing, painting 
and decorating, and in the junior art course 
the various art and craft subjects. The school 
was so well known to firms that little diffi- 
culty was experienced in placing students 
in situations, in fact, during the past year 
the demand had far exceeded the supply. 
During the last summer vacation, the school 
organised its first camp. Forty boys, accom. 
panied by four members of the staff, passed 
eight days at Deal. Encouraged by that ex- 
perience, it was proposed to organise, a Con- 
tinental holiday at Easter. 

The school, he continued, had exhibited at 
the Building Exhibition held at Olympia 
last year, and awards from the Worshipful 
Company of Tylers and Bricklayers for a brick 
doorway and window arrangement and from 
the directors of the Building Exhibition for 
the general lay-out of the stand, were gained. 

Major Shingleton, in his address, said that 
the tendency in architecture at the present 
time was towards very severe lines, offering 
very little scope to the expert craftsman, 
and favouring the employment of machinery. 
He (the speaker) had told some of his archi- 
tect friends that if that continued, and then 
in, say, ten years’ time taste should revert 
to more ornamentation, there would be very 
few expert craftsmen left able to do what 
was required, and that, in his opinion, was 
why schools of building were necessary, so 
as to train the craftsmen of tle future. He. 
wished to refer to the question of apprentice- 
ship, which many firms had found very diffi- 
cult to arrange, owing to the fluctuation in 
the rumber of their hands and wide distri- 
bution of contracts. That applied more par- 
ticularly to bricklayers, but he was happy 
to say that the L.M.B.A. were hoping to 
overcome that difficulty in the near future 
by apprenticing boys direct to the Associa- 
tion, and arranging for the boys to be trans- 
ferred from builder to builder as occasion 
required and to work within a reasonable 
distance of their homes. 

‘“Seme lads may not favour the craft of 
bricklaying owing to the time lost by bad 
weather. I am glad to say,” declared Major 
Shingleton, ‘‘ that we are hoping to over- 
come this by a system of insurance, which 
should be in operation in a year or two.” 


BUILDING STATISTICS 


EMPLOYMENT during December showed a 
further slight decline, states the Ministry of 
Labour Gazette. As regards individual occu- 
pations, employment was relatively good with 
carpenters and plumbers,. very slack with 
painters,.and fair for the time of year with 
other classes of skilled operatives; shortages 
of bricklayers and plasterers were reported 

m some areas. Among labourers, etc., 
employment was very slack. The percentage 
tmemployed at December 14 was 17.7 per 
cent., an increase of 2.6 over November, but 
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0.5 better than for December, 1935. The 
figures for December 14, 1936, were affected 
by the adverse weather conditions prevailing 
on that date, which interrupted outdoor em- 
ployment generally. 


Building Plans Approved. 

Returns as to estimated cost of buildings 
for which plans were approved during Decem- 
ber have tbeen received from 143 local 
authorities (representing towns with a popu- 
lation of 17,585,000 in 1931). These returns 
show that in December, 1936, plans were 
passed for buildings with an estimated cost 
of £8,751,400, as compared with £8,562,800 
in December, 1935. 


SLUM CLEARANCE. AND 
REHOUSING PROGRESS 


The most recent Ministry of Health figu.es 
showing the position of slum clearance and 
rehousing are summarised below :— 


CLEARANCE AREAS AND ORDERS. 

During December, local authorities declared 
areas comprising 5,429 houses, representing 
the displacement of 22,053 persons, as com- 
pared with 4,721 houses and a displacement 
of 18,844 persons in November. The Orders 
submitted during December covered 3,788 
houses and the displacement of 14,870 per- 
sons, as compared with 3,765 houses and the 
displacement of 13,700 persons in November. 
The Orders confirmed during December 
covered 2,479 houses and 14,870 persons, as 
compared with 4,055 houses and 16,382 per- 
sons-in November. The total number of 
houses in such Orders is now 124,040, involv- 
ing the displacement of 537,198 persons. 


REHOUSING PROGRESS. 

The latest available figures are those for 
November. At the end of that month there 
were 57,093 houses under construction, as 
compared with 57,329 at the end of October 
and 58,409 at the end of September. The 
houses definitely allocated to 1930 Act pur- 
poses were 43,182, but a considerable propor- 
tion of the balance will probably be eventu- 
ally allocated to that Act. 5,620 houses were 
completed during November, as compared 
with 6,831 during October, and 6,804 during 
September, the great majority in each case 
being allocated to 1930 Act purposes. New 
houses approved during December numbered 
6,204, as compared with 5,496 in November, 
and 5,828 in October. 


BRITISH STANDARD 
SPECIFICATION 


Sheet Metal Flue Pipes for Gas-fired 
Appliances. 

All interested in the design, construction 
and installation of gas-fired appliances will 
learn with interest of the issue by the British 
Standards Institution of'a new British Stan- 
dard entitled ‘‘ Sheet Metal Cylindrical Flue 
Pipes, Fittings and Accessories for Gas-fired 
Appliances.’’ This Specification has been pre- 
pared under the authority of the Gas Industry 
Committee of the B.S.I., Mr. 8. F. Dunkley 
being Chairman of the Technical Sub- 
committee. The Specification incorporates re- 
quirements relating to quality and dimensions 
of metal flue pipes and accessories of nominal 
sizes from 2 in. to 6 in. inclusive, having 
welded or folded seams and finished by polish- 
ing, vitreous enamelling, electro-deposition, 
galvanising, or galvanising and painting.

P.O. LONDON DIRECTORY 


The 138th annual edition of Kelly’s Post 
Office London Directory (186, Strand, W.C.2, 
cloth 55s., leather 70s.) kas been thoroughly 
revised, owing to the London street renam- 
ing scheme lately undertaken by local autho- 
rities. Over 200 streets have been renamed. 
As an example of how greatly this is re- 
quired, it may be stated that there are 36 
Wellington-streets, roads, places, etc., which 
easily outnumber Nélson’s 24. Another prob- 
lem that has been tackled is that of the 
High-streets. This has largely been solved 
by, for example, changing High-street, 
Hampstead, to Hampstead High-street —a 
procedure which has been freely followed. 
York-terrace, Villiers-street, has been well 
renamed Watergate-walk,:and we notice that 
another tribute to Inigo Jones is the renam- 
ing of Church-place, leading to St. Paul’s, 
Covent Garden, as Inigo-place. 

The changes consequent upon street re- 
namings are small matters compared with 
other changes of which this invaluable direc- 
tory takes’ note—not least in the establish- 
ment of new or revived trades. One of the 
most recent, in the Classified Trades Section, 
is the Milk Bar Equipment Manufacturer. 


There is also a section for the makers 
of ‘‘ Anti-Noise Machines ’’—whatever these 
may be! This, however, is on the lighter 
side, and goes only to show that the directory 
keeps fully abreast of the times. The main 
sections are : Official; Streets; Law; Private 
Residents; Parliamentary; Postal; Munici- 
pal; Clerical; Transport ; Country Gazetteer ; 
Banking; and Commercial and Trade Sec- 
tions. An index extending over 30 columns 
shows not only the extent of the contents, 
but the care with which references have been 
indexed and cross-indexed.

A Patent Coal Combustion System.
